WANY ADVANTAGES CLAIMED. 


Excellent Transportation Facilities Of- 
fered on Six Roads. 


CHEAP ICE COULD BE OBTAINED. 


Inconvenience of Biookaded Streets Would 
Be Removed. 


EASILY REACHED BY THE TERMINAL ROAD. 


The growth of the city in the vicinity of 
the Union Stock-Yards, the volume of busi- 
pess transacted in these yards, and the ob- 
jectionable nature of a large percentage of 
that business to the inhabitants of that vicin- 
ity, together with tue resuiting blockade to 
important streets leading to and from the 
yards, have fostered Nhe conviction that the 
yards must of necessity be pushed further 
to the south, the southwest, or the direct 
west from their present location. This con- 
viction has been intensified by the recent 
purchase of tne Union Stock-Yards by the 
English syndicate, not simply because a for- 
eign corporation controls the yard, but be- 
cause the purchase on their part releases 
local interests that have heretofore antago; 
nized the proposition of removal for financial 
success. Having disposed of their direct pe- 
cuniary interests in the operation of the 
yards and, too, having realized handsomely 
on their original investment, these local in- 
terests are actively enlisted in an endeavor 
to secure a location for a new plant naving 
many more advantages than the present 
yards and none of its objectionable features. 

In this connection several localities have 
been considered, among them what is known 
as the Stickney property, lying southwest 
from the present yards, along the line of the 
litinois and Michigan canal in the vicinity 
of Summit station. The advantages of this 
tract for the purpose of stock-yards are 

many and valuabie, not the. least of which 

is the proximity to the canal and the Des- 
planes River, but those directly interested in 
the property, as is perhaps generally known, 
are not inclined to consider the proposition 


enthusiastically, and particularly so since 
the organization of the Chicago and Calumet 


Terminal railway company and the jocation 


of the Chicago Union Transfer company’s 
yards upon the Stickney tract, which latter 


organization is @ partof the former, 
On the Banks of Lake George. 

The construction of this terminal railway 
system, bowever, has brought into considera- 
tion the property lying between the terminal 
tracks on the east side and Lake George, in 

is containing over 1,200 


corporation having the enormous ramifica- 
tions of a union stock-yards. Lake George 
is three miles long by three-quarters of a 
mile wide, and bas an outlet into Lake Mich- 
igan at East Chicago and also into Grand 
Calumet River, either one of which would 
afford an admirable system of drainage, 
which is the first essential in point of health 
and economic operation of the proposed 
yards. It is also connected with Wolf Lake, 


- which is probably three miles long by one 


wide, and lies partly in IIlinois and Indiana. 
Wolf Lake also has au outlet into Lake Mich- 
igan' just north of Sheffield, Ind., and is in 
turn connected with Hyde Lake, tne latter 
lake having a connection through the Calu- 
met River with Lake Calumet. 

These 1.200 acres fronting Lake George on 
the east and a part of Wolf Lake on the 
northeast are traversed their entire length 
northeast by three important trunk lines of 
railway—the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and 
‘Chicago, the Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern, and the Baltimore and Ohio—and 
on the entire east front by the Chicago and 
Calumet Terminal railway, which will con- 


nect with every other railroad entering Chi- 


* 
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cago, and by which the entire traffic 
designed to the new yards can’ be 
handied without entermg the city 
at all, thus effectually solving the 
vexatious delays and costly clogging of the 
streets leading to the present Union Stock- 
Yards, a cessation of which the commercial 
and contingent resident interests of tne city 
absolutely demand. Another not inconse- 
quential consideration favorable to the Lake 
George site is the close proximity of the 
Standard Oil works and the natural gas, both 
of which can be utilized for heat and steam 
at a cost far less than coal. It is also argued 
that these two lakes would produce all the 
ice necessary for cooling purposes; in fact, 
nine-tenths of the ice now employed at the 
yards comes from these lakes, with the cost 
of transportation added. 

Touching ali these facts Gen. Joseph T. 
Torrence yesterday said to a TRIBUNE re- 
porter: 

Views of Gen. Torrence. 

“IT don’t think that the new yards will de 

located on the Stickney tract, and I will tell 


Jou why. All the Stickney tract will be 


used for is as a transfer station. The yards 
themselves, in my mina, will go across the 
Indiana line around George Lake and Wolf 
Lake, where they can get cheap ice. Not 
only that. At that point there are ‘six 
roads in easy access—the Baltimore and 
Ohio, Lake Shore and Michigan Soutnern, 
Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago, Michi- 
gan Central, New York, Chicago and St. 
Louis, and the Chicago and Atlantic. 

“ These roads all pass through or near this 
proposed tract and where at the present 
time it takes about six hours to load dressed 
beef ready for shipment, it would only take 
some fifteen minutes if the yards were locat- 
ed on the banks of Lake George. The ele- 


ment of time is quite a consideration in the 


handling of perishable freight, especialiy 
meat, and any lessening of the time of ex- 
posing it to the air would be of great benefit. 

“It would be an easy matter to put the

There is no 
necessity of allowine the through business 
to block the streets, and if I can be per- 
mitted to prophesy, I should say that it won't 
be long before an ordinance will be passed 
prohibiting it.“ 

“Do you think the waters of the lakes 
would be ruined if the Stodk-Yards were lo- 
cated on their banks?” 

Not at all. The drainage would go to 
Lake Michigan and these lakes would remain 
uncontaminated. That is an important point 
and well worth considering. A perfect sys- 
tem of drainage couid be made so that Lake 
Michigan would receive all the refuse and 
no harm be done. The ice would be good stuff. 
With ihe lakes right at their door the com- 
pany could save money by cutting their ice 
themselves. There would be no expense of 
transportation eimer. 

“ Altogether I think that the 1,200 acres on 
the east bank of Lake George would about 
fill the bill. The property is not in litigauon 
that I know of and could be purchased for 
what it was worth. The Stickney tract 
could be used for a transfer yard, as is now 
contemplated. Such a thing would be neces- 
sary and that is as good a place as any.“

COLLAPSE OF A GRAIN WAREHOUSE, 


One Man Fatally Crushed and Two Others 
Painfally Injured. 

Vincennes, Ind., July 9.—[Special.|— 
Today the two-story grain warehouse of 
Thomas Borrowman coliapsed, burying the 
proprietor and two laborers—George Miles 
and William Hunter—beneath the ruins. 
Miles escaped by his own efforts. Hunter 
‘was released, greatiy bruised and crushed 
about the head and legs, by the axes of tne 
firemen. Great tambers pinioned the propri- 
etor to the floor, but after an hour of toil tne 
timbers were raised from him by jackscrews 
and he was taken out. It is feared he is 
fatally crushed about the hips. The build- 
ing was new and the mortar was green. 
There were about 5,000 busheis of new wheat 
on the floors at the time of the collapse. Tne 
building was designed to hold 50,000 bushels.

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| ROOK’S NOTORIOUS BOLT. 


A LEAF FROM THE HISTORY OF A RE- 
PUBLICAN DESERTER. 


How He Was Advanved to a Seat in the 
Illinois WGouse of Representatives, 
Where He Turned Traitor to His Far- 
ty and Earned the Contempt of the 
Men Whose Tool He Had Been—Joe 
Mackin’s Hand in the Deal—The Money 
It Cost. 


Jesse J. Rook, who died “yesterday at Lin- 
coin, Neb., played a star engagement in 
Springfield once on atime. He was the only 
Man who ever made a bolt from his party in 
an Illinois Legislature and stuck to his pur- 
pose. A good many other men have kicked 
over the traces and refused to be bound by 
the decrees of caucuses, but they have in- 
variably returned to the fold. Jesse Rook 
took the bit in his teeth and would not vote 
to seat Judge Bradwell, Republican, who 
contested the election, so-called, of Tom 
McNally, Democrat, in the Thirty-second 
General Assembly. 

Rook came from the old Fifth Ward. From 
1873 until 1882 he was a distributing clerk in 
the Chicago Post-Office. His loyalty to Re- 
publicanism was unquestioned, and the 
younger element in the party boosted him 
into the Legisiature. He was a little, slim, 
effeminate-looking man, apparently lacking 
in decision of character and mental force. 
Yet these appearances were deceitful, for 
the events of the session developed the fact 
that he was as stubborn a man as ever lived. 
Rook boited his party early in the session on 
tne question of Senator Cullom’s nomination 
for United States Senator, but he was coaxed 
into line without much effort. The Repub- 
licans had a majority of one in the House. 
Judge Collins was Speaker, and one of the 
objective points of the session was the 
passage of a high-license bill. lu order to 
get such @ measure through it was thought 
desirable to get action on the majority re- 
port of the Committee on Elections, which 
declared Judge Bradwell entitled to the seat 
held by Tom McNaliy as a member from the 
Third District. The Saloonkeepers’ Associa- 
tion determined to keep McNally ia the 
House, and in order to accomplish this result 
a weak-kneed Republican was necessary. 
Joe Mackin was deputized to get such a one, 
and he found him in Jesse Rook. 

Joe Mackin’s Work. 


The session wasn’t a week old before 
Mackin had Rook well in hana. In fact 
Rook, about the time the House organized, 
intimated to one of the legislative corre- 
svondents that Judge Bradwell would never 
be seated. Mackin never lost sight of his 
man, and so well was the secretof Rook’s 
pledges to the whisky party guarded that 
the public never heard of any impending 
bolt until the reports of the committee were 
before the House. Dave Littler was the first 
to discover the existence of treason, but a 
few davs passed before it was generally 
known that Rook had promised to go back oa 
his party. 

The row began Thursday, April 12, 1888, 
wher the reports of the Committee on Eiec- 
tions were made to the House. The Demo- 
crats were taken completely by surprise, but 
Mr. Crafts hopped to his feet as quickly as 
he could and made a point of order that the 
reports had not been received in the order of 
business prescribed by the House and not as 
matters of privilege. Speaker Collins de- 
cided against him and Mr. Crafts appealed 
from the decision. Half a dozen Representa- 
tives were sick or absent, and, as the Demo- 
crats refused to vote, the House was in a 
deadiock. This was the time “Jim” Her- 
rington burst open the doors of the House. 

There was great excitement in Springfield 
during the remainder of the week, but noth- 
ing could be accomplished. The Democrats 
sat in their seats but would not vote. Speak- 
er Collins was urged to count a quorum, as 
Speaker Reed of the National Congress has 
since done. Mr. Collins felt he had not the 
right so todo. However, he telegraphed the 
state of the case to Mr. Blaine and this is 
the answer he received: 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 18, 1888.—L. C. Col- 
lins, Speaker House Representatives, Spring- 
field, III: Members in their seats not voting 
cannot be counted n any way whatever. They 
may be censured by the Speaker for failing to 
perform their duty, but the Speaker cannot take 
cognizance of their presence except as they re- 
spond to the roll-call. JAMES G. BLAINE. 

Rook disappeared Sunday and when he 
came back Joe Mackin was with him. Little 
by little the secret leaked out. The Republic- 
ans took possession of Jesse und guarded him 
day and night. He was begged and implored 
to remain true to. his party. The most pow- 
erful influences were broughtto bear on him, 
but all to ao purpose. He would not toe the 
mark. 

Fighting for Possession of Him. 

Then the Republicans and Democrats 
fought over the custody of Rook’s person. 
First one party would have him; then the 
other would rescue him and carry him into the 
suburbs or somewhere else. He was a bone 
of contention, and men carried pistols and 
tludgeons, ‘which they flourished as they 
stood around Rook. Many a black eye and 
battered nose resulted from dallymg with 
Jesse J. His presence in any public piace 
was the signal for quarrels and fisticuffs 
galore. Men who ought to have known bet- 
ter armed themselves and talked about shoot- 
ing and all that sort of thing. The employés 
of the Chicago Post-Office—Rook’s old friends 
—finally got him into the House. This was 
Thursday, April 19. Rook was suber at the 
time and broke the deadiock by voting to 
sustain the Speaker. Then he balked and 
came to a dead standstill. He wouildn’t vote 
any more and the House adjourned. Then 
came another night of fight, whisky, and de- 
bauvchery. The next day the Republicans 
gave up all hope of ever doing anything with 
Rook. They dropped him for all time. 

So much for the written history of the 
case. Fourteen hundred dollars of the fund 
raised by the saloonkeepers was set apart 
for Mr. Rook’s benefit. Joe Mackin knows 
all about the matter. The bundle shrunk 
to some extent while it was “in transitu.” 
Rook bad in bis pocket the Monday of the 
week wnen the deadlock broke a littie over 
$800 in money. He was plucked like a pigeon 
by almost everybody who came near him. 
The hackmen made a great harvest off of 
Rook and his friends, ana so did the saloon- 
keepers. Thursday night the Republicans 
gave him up altogether and the Democrats 
had him all to themselves. Then his money 
went like checks at a brace“ faro-bank. 
He bought sour cider at $5 a bottle. Friday 
night came and. Rook’s friends found him. 
His finances were low by this time. He 
had exactly $250. This money was taken 
trom bim and sent to his wife. Rook was 
taken to the Alton depot and laid out on one 
of the car platforms to cool off. This was 
une way he returned to Chicago and without 
a cent to his name. The Democrats he had 
debased himself to serve would not have him 
in the car with them.

C. R DAVIDSON Is IN CALIFORNIA, 


The Insurance Agent Was Not Murdered— 
His Accounts Short. 

A few days ago a Chicago man received a 
letter from a friend in California saying that 
he nad met C. R. Davidson on the street in 
the town from which the letter was dated, 
anc asking how the negotiations here were 
progressing. 

Davidson, it willbe remembered, mysteri- 
ously disappeared the night of April 22. A 
hat and a pair of shoes supposed to belong to 
him were found near the Rush street 
bridge, and a man turned up who claimed to 
have heard a splash in the river. Some peo- 
ple thought Davidson had been murdered; 
others supposed he had committed suicide. 

The letter from California proves Davidson 
to be on the Pacific coast. It also shows that 
negotiations are in progress between David- 
son and people in Chicago. 

A man whois distantly related to the family 
said that soon after Davidson’s disappear- 
ance his tirm, James A. Miller & Co., in- 
surance agents at Nos. 169 and 171 La Salle 
street, fouad his accounts to be $2,100 short. 

The members of the firm then began an in- 
vestigation which resulted in locating David- 
son out West. The firm then opened. nego- 
tiamons with the man’s friends for the ro- 
turn of the money.

WILLIAM r. RITTAMEL COMPELLED 
TO SHOOT HIs FATHER. 


W. J. Rittamel Shoots His Wife and in an 
Attempt to Do Her Farther Injary Is in 
Turn Shot by His Son, a Divinity Student, 
with the Same Revolver—Mrs. Rittame! 
Will Probably Recover and Her Hus- 
band Has a Chance. 


William J. Rittamel, No. 502 North Ash- 
land avenue, is at the County Hospital with 
a bullet in his left side, just under the heart 
His wife 1s lying at the German Hos- 
pital in a serio dition, with a bullet- 
wound in her head. The husband shot his 
wife and was in turn shot by tneir son, Wiil- 
iam J. Rittamei, to protect his mother from 
further violence. The son is 21 years of age 
and is studying for tne ministry. 

Just what led up to the shooting of the 
wife by the husband is not known. There 
had been no quarrel. It is likely, however, 
that the father’s mind has become unbal- 
anced within a few days. The son did not 
see his father shoot his mother, and knew of 
no trouble until he heard the shot. 

The only person on tne same floor with the 
husband and wife was the son. He was 
reading in the hallway on the third flobr near 
the dining-room door. He heard the sound 
of what he thought was a shot, and then a 
scuffie. Running to the back of the house he 
saw his fatner and mother struggling in the 
pantry and his mother fail to the floor. He 
asked what the matter was. In answer his 
father pointed the revolver at his head. 

Compelled to Shoot His Father. 

What followed is best told in young Rit- 
tamel's own words. . 

“When Isaw my father pointing the re- 
volver at me,” he said, “I realized that 
mother had been shot. I sprang upon 
my father and threw his arm up be- 
fore he could shoot me. I then 
grappled with him in the hope of disarming 
him, and as we were struggling about the 
room my mother suddenly rose and threw 
herself between us. I had my hands on the 
revolver, and as my mother’s weight forced 
my father from me he releused his hold on 
the weapon. He then took hold of my mother 
and they began struggling about the room. 
I tried to separate them, but it seemed as if 
I could do nothing at all. I was afraid ail 
the time that my father might have another 
revolver, and that he would draw it and 
shoot mother again. 

“Finally I warned him that unless he re- 
leased mother I would be compelled to shoot 
him, but he paid no attention to what I said. 
I thought I would shoot him in the side 
where it would not hurt him much, and then 
Ithought it would be better to knock him 
senseless. I struck at him with that end in 
view, but unfortunately he shifted his 


posiuon just at the instant and my 
mother received the blow intended for 
him. Then the struggle between 


myself and father was resumetl, and again 
my mother threw herself in between us. My 
father struck my mother and knocked her 
down at our feet, ana then I came to the con- 
clusion that I must use the revolverin order 
to save my mother’s life. I placed the 
weapon at my father’s side and pulled the 
trigger, expecting to make only a slight flesh 
wound, but I suppose I was so excited 
that I did not use the care I should, as 
I am told the bullet entered just below the 
heart and inflicted a dangerous wound. As 
soon as I shot him he let go his grip on mother 
and started tq leave the room. My mother, 
as soon as shé found herself free, ran out of 
the room. I then dragged my father back 
into the room and locked the doors, placing 
the keysin my pocket. After that I went 
down-stairs and fired the pistol in the air, 
hoping to attract tne attention of the police. 
It was nearly twenty minutes before the 
patrol wagon arrived, and during the time I 
had to wait I thought I would go crazy my- 
Self.“ 
After the Shooting. 

After Rittamel ran from the room his 
mother made her way to the first floor of the 
bouse, and was cared for until the arrival of 
Dr. Chas. M. Koier by Mrs. Johnson, a tenant 
of Rittamel. The wound in her head was 
dressed, and then she was removed te the 
German Hospital, where she was resting 
easily at midnight, with all the 
chances favorable to her ultimate re- 
covery. The wound in her head is an 
ugly one. The bullet entered just below the 
right ear, and, ranging upward, came out 
just under the left eye. Had n deviated a 
fraction of an inch one way or another death 
would have been instantaneous. Her 
daughters, of whom there are three, were 
with her last night and she was quite talka- 
tive. She was asked if there had been a quar- 
rel prior to the shooting, but she denied that 
any words had pagsed, and said she was in 
the pantry kneading dough, when the first 
thing she knew she felt a terrific pain shoot 
through her head, and then turning she saw 
ber husband standing behind her with a re- 
volver in his hand. Sne was disposed to go 
into the story at length, but the doctors re- 
fused to let her talk further. 

Upon the arrival of the patrol-wagon Rit- 
tamel and his son were taken to the Wright 
Street Station. The father was afterwards 
removed to the County Hospital. He has a 
chance of recovery. The son was placed in 
one of the cells. He is an intelligent young 
fellow and weil educated. 

Rittamel’s Mind Unbalanced. 

The shooting occurred about 8 o’clock in 
the afternoon, and there seems to have been 
no special reason for the desire of the old 
man to take his wife’s life. It is not known 
that he ever struck a member of his family 
in his life until yesterday. Some time ago he 
remarkea that when he died there would be 
others to go with him, indicating his wife, 
two of the daughters, and the son William. 
No attention was paid to the remark, bow- 
ever. Some of his actions have been queer of 
late, and at times he labored unaer the 
delusion that members of his family in- 
tended doing him injury. He would speak 
of his son wishing to throw him out of the 
window, and last Sunday morning he went 
to his brother's, No. 351 Southport avenue, 
saying it was to get away from his son, but 
he returned at night. Early yesterday morn- 
ing he insisted on visiting the house of the 
Rev. Mr. Soccop to make an apology fora 
matter that occurred thirteen years ago. 
His son accompanied him, and he 


somewhat excited as a result of the inter- 


view, although he declared that everything 


was satisfactory to him. |

THE GAS TRUST AND RIVALS. 


Aldermen Declare the “Independent” 
Scheme Is Genuine—The Mayor’ Course. 
Ald. McKnight, who introduced the Inde- 

pendent Gas company ordinance, which has 

been recommended for passage by the Coun- 
cil Committee on Gas, insists that the enter- 
prise is a genuine one, that there is abundant 
capital behind it, that if the measure be 
passed operations under it will be com- 
menced immediately. He also says the tax- 
payers will recerve a better article of gas 
than they are now receiving and for 25 cents 
per 1,000 cubic feet less. Ald. Burke, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Gas, says the ordi- 
nance is bona fide and has a strong backing. 

Among those who are mentioned as finan- 

cially interested are John B. Sherman, John 

Cudahy, James F. Barnett, Daniel Corkery, 

W. P. Nelson, Irus Coy, and Dr. C. P. 

Caldwell. All are men of abun- 

dant means. Some of them were connecte d 

with the old Town of Lake gas-works, of 

which, by the way, Ald. McKnight was the 
manager. 

In this connection, it is said the promoters 
of the Independent company have reason to 
believe the charters of the old companies 
will be forfeited on account of violations of 
contracts with the city. The new company 
would then, it is said, be able to become own- 
kgs the old plants at un appraised valua- 


But the “Independent” will not have the 
new field ali to itself. The Chicago Fuel Gas 
company, which Ald. Vierling introduced 
some time ago, is coming to the front. An 
effort will be made to have it called up next 
week. The promoters of the ordinance, it is 
claimed, have contracted for some gas fields 
in Indiana, and have made arrangements for 
laying pipes as far as the State line — that is, 
to the present city limits. A number of 
Eastern capitalists are interested in the en- 
terprise, and J. W. Doane and Mr. Erskine 
M. Phelps are their representatives here. 
They will supply iliuminating and fuel gas at 
prices lower than are offered by the Inde- 
pendent company. 

But both projects will be fiercely fought in 
the Council. The more thoughtful aud rep- 
utable Aldermen are strongly opposed to the 
tearing upof the public streets for any new 
company. Thoy say that if the charters of 
the old companies are forfeited the city 
should become owners of the plant 
at an appraised vaiuation. The price fixed in 
the two ordinances ($1) is too high. With a 
municipal plant the cost could be re- 


+ duced to 50 cents per 1,000. As regards the 


natural-gas project, it is said to be chimerical, 
for the reason that the gas cannot be pumped 


the distance between the Indiana flelds and 
1 


Chicago by any appliances known at the pres- 
enttime. Ald. Vierling asserts the contrary. 
The Gas Trust agents give no sign, though 
they intimate that the purpose of both the 
ordinances is to make the trust come 
dewn.”’ This, too, seems to be the opinion of 
some of the better posted Aldermen, though 
Ald. McKnight and Ald. Vierling are acquit- 
ted of any such purpose. Those weil-posted 
Aldermen say, however, that the Council 
never had a better opportunity of securing 
gas at a reasonable rate for the people. They 
say the Gas Trust is cornered, and must ac- 
cept any reasonabie termsthe Council may 
offer if the Mayor does his duty. The price 
has not been fixed for this year, and it can 
be cut down to 75 cents per thousand it is 
claimed, if the Mayor acts resolutely. 

It is believed there will be no backdown 
on the part of the Law Department in refer- 
ence to the suit against the Gas Trust. The 
attorneys have proceeded so far that there is 
no chance to retreat. 

It is intimated that the Mayor will veto 
the order passed Monday night giving 
Peopie’s Electric Light company of 
Town oof Lake an extension of 
time for the construction of its power-house. 
If he does veto it there will be a howl. The 
Lake Aldermen say the Arc company, which 
has a plant there, charges exorbitant rates— 
$15 per lamp per month—and that tne new 
company offers to furnish an equally good 
light for 75 per cent of that price. The city 
is also being charged $15 per month, and will 
continue to be charged that price unless 
there be competition. The arc-light people 
have a monopoly and are using their best 
efforts to securs a veto of the order of Mon- 
day. There may be some interesting dis- 
closures if the ordinance be vetoed. 


END OF THE LOTTERY LEGISLATION. 


Final Action by the Senate on the Veto 
of the Governor. 

Baton Rover, La., July 9.—Tonight the 
lottery question and the Governor’s veto 
were submitted to the Judiciary Committee of 
the Senate with instructions to report in an 
hour. The committee, by a vote of 8 to 3, 
made the following report, which was 
adopted by the Senate, thus disposing of the 
whole matter: 

Wuereas, The Governor of the State of Louis- 
fana has assumed an authority directly in viola- 
tion of the Constitution of the State of Louisiana 
and dangerous to the sacredness of the same in 
having usurped to himself the pretended power 
to veto the House bill No. 1,214, proposing an 
amendment to the Constitution; and 

WHEREAS, Any infringement by the Executive 
of the Constitution is alive with great and dis- 
tressing danger to the liberties of our people, 
and, if permitted, may subordinate the Constitu- 
tion of the State, the shield of our liberties, to 
the will and wishes of the Governor; and 

WHEREAS, Art. 250 of the Constitution, in clear 
and unambiguous language, minutely and em- 
phatically worded, declares and announces the 
mode and manner in which an amendment or 
amendments shall be passed by both Houses of 
the General Assembly and specially denominates 
and appoints the Secretary of State as the 
proper officer to promulgate the said amendmen 
or amendments: and | 

WHEREAS, Under distinct and especial head- 
ing, the Constitution in Art. 250 names and pro- 
vides that the Secretary of State is the proper 
and only officer clothed with authority to pro- 
mulgate the same, ignoring and not mentioning 


the Governor in any way, directly or by implica- 
tion, ex so far as the promulgation of the 
result; and 


WHEREAS, The assumption of power in a mat- 
ter of this kind is without precedent in this State 
or elsewhere; therefore be it

CHIEF MARSH’S NEW ORDERS. 


Iasued to Police Inspectors and Designed 
: to Enforce Urdinances. 
Chief of Police Marsh has created a system 
by which present ordinances may be en- 
_ forced. The following instructions were is- 


sued by him last evening: 

Inspectors will visit the stations and go 
through and examine their districts as often as 
practicable, and will hereafter make weekly re- 
ports to this office. 

1. As to the sanitary and general condition of 
their stations and the care end treatment of 
prisoners while in the custody of the police. 

2. As to the proper care and treatment of wit- 
nesses, female prisoners, and children, making 
such recommendations relative thereto as may 
from time to time seem necessary. , 

A As to the sanitary condition of the streets 
and alleys in their respective divisions, and 
whether or not their officers are vigilant in en- 
forcing the city ordinances relative to street and 


sidewalk obstructions and reporting vioiations 
- thereof ö 


Such reports will be specific and shall state in 
detail all matters pertaining to the subjects re- 
ferred to and the nature and location of all vio- 

’ ations or offenses. They shall also contain the

TALKS WITH REPUBLICAN POLITICIANS. 


A Demand Made for the Organization of 
the State Central Committee. 

Gen. Martin, Chairman of the Republican 
State Central Committee; A. M. Jones, ex- 
Chairman; D. D. Hunt of De Kalb County; 
and others formed an interesting group at the 
Grand Pacific last evening. The party met 
purely by chance, all excepting Gen. Martin 
reaching the city yesterday morning. 

Gen. Martin said ot the work of the com- 
mittee: The Central Committee fully re- 
alizes there is a disposition to have the com- 
mittee meet and organize, but itis only fair to 
say the committee is practically at work. Act- 
ing upon the suggestion of those of the commit- 
tee present immediately after the adjourn- 
ment of the late State Convention Mr. 
Pardridge, the Assistant Secretary, has been 
at work making a poll of the State and such 
other preliminary work as will be of value 
when the committee is permanentiy and 
thoroughly organized. I believe the disposi- 
tion of the committee would be to organize 
before the 20th inst., to which date adjourn- 
ment was taken, if it was demonstrated there 
existed a party necessity for it. 

„ Personally I do not think the necessity 
exists or is likely to arise. I confess a feel- 
ing at first that the proposition to elect a 
Senator by a direct vote of the people might 
prove so popular as to be troubiesome in view 
of Gen. Palmer’s nomination, but later con- 
tact with the people has convinced me there 
are noelements of popularity attached to the 

roposition, and there certainly is no issue 
nvoived of sufficient importance to attract 
the floating vote. Gen. Palmer has thrashed 
the private police and labor straw out of all 
recognizable shape. ‘here is no longer any 
wheat in it, and with that issue dead a fire- 
cracker campaign is no longer possible. Gen. 
Palmer is essentially a pyrotechnic cam- 
paigner.”’ 

Long“ Jones said he proposed leaving 
for his home this morning. Speaking of the 
organization of the State Central Committee, 
he said: 1 understand there was no or- 
ganization of the committee, not even a 
temporary one, after the adjournment of the 
State Convention. a A adjourned without 
organization until July 20. it seems to me 
the committee should meet as early as July 
15, thereby saving two weeks of whatI con- 
sider to be vaiuable time. They should per- 
fect a permanent organization before the 
meeting of the extra session of the Legisla- 
ture.

READY FOR THE PUBLIC...

Cook County Members of the Legisiature 
Disappointed—They Will Discuss the 
Proposed Measures Next Manday—A 
Resolution Calling for 200 Acres of 
Land on the Lake-Front Is Passed by 
the Directors—Prospective Changes in 

_, the Ordinance. 

There was a conference between the Com- 
mittee on Legislation of the World's Colum- 
bian Kxposition and the Cook County mem- 
bers of the Illinois Legislature last night. It 
was the intention to discuss the two bills to 
be precented at the special session of the 
Legisiature, but the discussion did not take 
piace, 

The bills were not even read, and the 
legisiators went away as ignorant of the 
matter as when they arrived. They will not 
see the bills until thoy are published in the 
newspapers. The reason is that some of the 
Representatives objected to taking them up 
in a secret session. 

All had gone well until it came to the read- 
ing of the bills. Just as that was started 
Representative Myer said he understood 
they were present in their capacity as 
Representatives and Senators, and that if 
they were to take any action in the matter it 
should be done publicly. 

“T therefore move,” he said, that the 
representatives of the press be admitted.” 

The motion was promptly seconded, but 
some of the directors did not approve of it. 
They said it would be discourteous to the 
Council to let the bills get out before they 
had been presented to its committee. It was 
then suggested that the*conference adjourn 
until a time when the meeting could be pub- 
lic, and an adjournment was taken until 
Monday at 2 p. m., it being promised that the 
bulls will be printea today after they have 
been before the Council Committee on 
Wharves and Public Grounds. 

Everything was lovely at the commence- 
ment of the conference and there was every 
indication that the matter would be promptly 
disposed of.

The bill providing for the amendment to 
the Constitution, so Chicago can bond 
itself for „000, was also discussed and 
will be submitted to the Council committee 
today, but will not be finally passed on by the 
directors until Friday. This ison account of 
a technicality in the wording of the bill that 
will have to be corrected.

Both bills occasioned a great deal of dis- 
cussion, but not nearly as much as the ques- 
tions propounded Monday by Ald. Madden. 
Most of the directors held that these ques- 
tions were fair and should be answered, but 
there was some difficulty in deciding just 
how the answers should be worded, and it 
was flnally given up as a bad job. The dif- 
ference of opinion was mostly regarding the 
amount of the Lake-Front to be used, 


Want 200 Acres. 


The seritiment ofgthe board was expressed 
in the adoption of the following resolution 
reported by the Committee on Ways and 
Means: 

Kesowed, That itis the opinion of the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means that the success of the 
Columbian Exposition, especially from a 
financial standpoint, demands the occupancy of 
at least 200 acres on the Lake Front, and that a 
special committee be appointed by the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Directors of the Columbian 
Exposition to confer with the Council Committee 
on Wharves and Public Grounds to devise such 
means as will give our Board of Directors pos- 
session without delay; and, further, that this 
action is imperative as an evidence of good faith 
on the part of the Board of Directors. 

The committee was appointed and consists 
of the following directors: Messrs. Gage, 
Higmbotham, Young, Aldis, Hutchinson, 
Winston, and Waller. 

The committee will go before the Council 
committee uninstructed unless the resolu- 
uon quoted above be considered in the light 
of instructions. An attempt was made to 
make it more definite, but it failed after a 
lengthy argument and the whole matter was 
left with ine committee, which is said to be 
favorabie to the Lake-Front, although most 
of us members realize the necéssity of not 
antagonizing the live-stock people by trying 
to locate too much on the Lake-Front.

SOUTH DAKOTA POLITICS, 


The Farmers’ Alliance Likely to Gain Con- 
trol of the Legislature. 

Huron, S. D., July 9.—[Special.]—The 
nomination ofan independent or Farmers’ 
Alliance State ticket is of serious import to 
the Republican party just at this time, when 
the Democrats are being largely reinforced 
from the anti-prohibition Republicans. It is 
conceded by Republican leaders that the in- 
dependent ticket will receive thréé-fourths 
of its support from the Republicans, and that 
this ticket will poll 10,000 votes. It is further 
acknowledged that prohibition will lose the 
Republican party 5,000 more votes. 

Last fall 54,000 Republican and 24,000 Dem- 
ocratic votes were polled. Should the pres- 
ent calculations be maintained the vote this 
fall would be about 42,000 Republican, 26,000 
Democratic votes, and 10,000 Independent 
votes. This is the greatest concession 
that Republicans will make. The 
onl chan that the Independents 
will make will be gains in the Farmers’ Al- 
lance representation in the Legislature, and 
it is not unlikely that they will have a ma- 
jority, in which case they will elect Senators, 
As far as the Independent party goes it is 
strong. There is no present indicawon that 
a com tion withthe Democrats is likely 
to.occur. 

The State Independent Convention is in 
session here, Itis evident the leaders have 
fixed all or a good portion of the ticket they 
desired named, but their success is extreme- 
ly doubtful. S. W. Casand was made Tem-

Down to Business at St. Paul—Various 
Papers on School Work Read—Why the 
Choral Clab Didn’t Open the Exercises 
with Musical Selections—The Morrill 
College Bill Approved. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., July 9%—[Special.]— 
Twelve thousand teachers were swarming 
the streets of St. Paul before 9 o’clock this 
morning, and hearly 3,000 more arrived be- 
fore the dinner hour. 

This was the first really busy day of the 
National Educational Associawon. Finer 
weather could not have been desired, The 
temperature was just at that happy medium 
that makes life most pleasant, and the clear 
sunny sky and fresh invigorating air gave 
the pedagogues a zest for their work. 

There was an amusing incident at the Peo- 
ple's Church, where the weightiest part of 


the program was oeing carried out. The 


Church Choir Choral Club was scheduled to 
open the exercises with musical selections, 
but there was no singing. Prof. Blaikie, the 
director of the choir, had arranged chairs 
for his young vocalists upon the rostrum, but 
the officers of the association began to take 
possession of the seats and disarrange 
things generally. Mr. Biaikie pro- 
tested, stating that it was necessary 
for the singers to sit there, but 
to this the officers gave no heed, and the di- 
rector informed the educationalists that it 
was not necessary for the choir to sing and 
marched its members from the platform. 
Every seat in the large church was taken, 
and standing along the walls of the church 
were many teachers of both sexes. The cas- 
ual observer glancing over the audience 
could easily discern that the fair sex pre- 
dominated. They were not the misses with 
but one and two years’ experience, but those 
who have spent years in the service and 
many of them a lifetime. Many were tne 
preceptresses of seminaries and ladies’ 
schools, and the sober and careworn face 
was the typical one of the audience. 


The Morrill College Bill Approved. 

Before proceeding with the work of the 
forenoon resolutions were offered approving 
the Morrill College bill now before Congress. 
The resolutions were submitted to the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions. 

Commissioner Morgan’s plan of Indian 
schools was also approved. 

An invitation was read from the State Con- 
vention of New York to hold the next Na- 
tional meeting at Saratoga. 

“ Psychological and Pedagogical Observa- 
tions’’ was the somewhat high sounding title 
of the bureau which was to be first consid- 
ered. A special committee had been at work 
on this bureau since the last meeting, and 
the result was found in several papers, Which 
were read. The first one was by Dr. 
George P. Brown of Bloomington, II., the 
Chairman. He noted that the subject had 
been before the association for many years. 
He showed someof the obstacies that had 
been in the way of the subject in the past. 
He made a distinction between pedagogy 
and eaucation. The latter included all those 
agencies consciously or unconsciously em- 
ployed that influence the lifeof man. The 
school was merely auxiliary to the other 
great institutions of the social world. To ig- 
nore the influence of the family. the State, and 
the business world upon the child would be 
to study a very subordinate part withoutany 
reference to the whole. The report discour- 
aged the expectation that muchof general 
educational value can be expected from 
the observations of those who come to the 
work without previous study. 

United States Commissioner Harris, tall 
venerable-looking, keen of face, bright of 
mind, followed with some points which he 
thought needed special mention and empha- 
sis. He urged that a report should be given 
by the psychological and pedagogical study, 
research, and observations for we benetit of 
the educators. He thought that the book b 
Mary Putnam Jacobi of New York, *“ Physio- 
logical Notes on Primary Education and 
Study of Language,“ was one of the most im- 
portant books of the day for teachers. He saw 
an indication of a widespread disgust with 
present conditions. The proposed scientific 
training of a child was outlined, the new 
style of training for the children in order to 
witness a new scientific cast being referred 
to. The idea of the book was to show how 
children, even in their tender years, may be 
led into lines scientific. He showed that this 
lady trained her own child at the age of 4 
years to understand the various terms em- 
ployed in aceurate science, and especially in 
the line of higher mathematics. It was not 
infrequent that the scientitic work of this 
childish prodigy, when des¢ribed by the 
speaker, led to hearty laughter on the part 
of the audience. 

Instruction in Will Trataing. 


Prof. De Garmo of Normal, III., followed in 
a thoughtful paper, his topic being, “A 
Specific Inquiry on the Relation of Instr 
tion to Will Training.” He gave many illus- 
trations showing how admirably the will 
may be trained when done in a systematic 
and thorough manner. 

Supt W. H. Maxwell of the Brooklyn 
schools made an excellent impression as he 
appeared next on the platform. His address 
was clear-cut, incisive, and forceful. His’ 
topic was Examinations as Tests for Pro- 
motion.“ Some examinations were legiti- 
mate, some illegitimate; all were elements of 
teaching, good or bad. Daily review and 
comprehensive examinations were the three 
kinds. When properly used these were all 
elements of good, because they were exer- 
cised in the reproduction of knowledge, 
because they test the pupil's comprehension 
of asubject asa whole as well as his power 
and skili, because they set up a standard for 
both teacher and pupil, and use they act 
as a stimulus for both teacher and pupil. 
In regard to the objection that examinations 
set upa false standard, the speaker said 
that while it was highly desirable that 
knowledge should be its own reward and 
stimulus it was very seldom that it was so; 
in the great majority of cases they act as a 
stimulus for both teacher and pupil. The 
objections that examinations | to cram- 
ming, that they produce a strain that injuri- 
ously affects the nervous system, that tney 
rob teachers of originality and independence 
were answered in these words: “This is 
the abuse, not the proper use, of examina- 
mons.“ 

Competition. 

The speaker created a round of applause 
by saying that there should be honorable 
competition, that a healthy rivalry was help- 
ful, and then the laugh came when he in- 
stanced Minneapolis and St. Paul as indica- 
tions of what competition would do. 

The afternoon was given up to department 
meetings, the music section assembling at 
the People's Church, the kindergarten at the 
Armory. the art school at igh School 
Hail, the school of high education at 
the First Baptist Church, the school 
of secondary education at Plymouth Church, 
the departments of elementary schools ana 
of industrial education and manual training 
at Market Hall, and the normal schools at 
the State Capitol. 

At 8 o’clock in the evening the Moral 
Value of Art Education was discussed at the 
Peopie’s Church by Misses Ada M. Laughlin 
of St. Paul, Flora Pennell, Normal, III.; 
Josephire C. Locke, Chicago; Christine Sul- 
livan, Cincinnati, and 1 Dana Hicks, 
Boston. At 9:30 Frances Willard de- 
livered her address, “The White Cross 
Movement in Education.”

OW THE AMERICAN FLAG WAS RIDDLED, 
The Mount Hope Incident and How It Is 
Viewed at NN 1--Ret 

ToronTo, Ont., July 8.8 -—Refer- 
ring to an item dated Hamilton and pub- 
lished in the American newspapers, which 
stated that two American flags hoisted by 
Joel Smith at Mount Hope on tne Fourth had 
been riddled with bullets by and divided 


among a crowd of indignant farmers, Mr. 


Smith writes today stating the facts, which 
are these: 

A wealthy farmer living near Glanford 
Station with his sons and their hired help 
were the who demanded that 
the flag, a Went one, should be 
taken down. After shooting about two 
hours and a half and firing nearly 200 shots 
they gave up in despair, and getting a ladder 
tore it down and carried it away, and in 
about a half hour another flag of the same 
kind was procured and hoisted. It remained 
unmolested till nightfall, when it was taken 
down by Smith himself, Two men demanded 
the flag that had been taken down, but they 
were compelled to take a hasty leave with- 
out the flag. 

WasHineton, D. C., July 9.—[Special.]— 
The State Department officiais don’t look 
upon the recent flag incident at Mount Hope, 
Caaada, as calling for diplomatic interven- 
tion. ndertaker Joel Smith, a patriotic 
citizen of the United States, hoisted tne 
Stars and Stripes over his residence on the 
Fourth. The Queen’s loyal Canadian sub- 
jects had the bad taste and ill temper to rid- 
dle it with bullets. But Undertaker Smitn 
wasn’t a consular official of the United 
States and, however praiseworthy his 
motive, in an international sense he 
had no right to hoist his country’s flag. No 
one has the right to hoist the flag of a for- 
eign nation in any country. The floating of 
the United States flag over a Consulate of 
this country in a foreign land is a privilege 
which has to be guaranteed by treaty, and in 
nearly every case the hours during which 
the emblem can be flown are specificaily 
stated. Gn Mexico the law is so strict that 
the flag of no other country can be raised 
within the borders of that Republic. It is 
put ot respect to this law that the United 
States Minister, and Consuls never fly the 
Stars and Stripes. 

An interesting incident vccurred some 
years ago in Mexico which is worth relating. 
An American citizen having contracted a 
debt mortgaged his piano. Failing to pay the 
mortgagee proceeded to seize tne piano, 
Whereupon the American covered the instru- 
ment with a flag of the United States. The 
Mexican roughiy threw the flag aside and ac- 
cidentally stepped upon it. The case was re- 
ported to the State Department as an out- 
rage and an insult, but nothing was ever 
done about it, because,“ as Assistant-Secre- 
tary Adee says, a flag when used as a 
piano cover is not an embiem of authority.” 


AN APPEAL TO REPUBLICAN EDITORS, 


They Are Urged to Speak Out in Favor of 
the Federal Election Bill. 
Wasunineton,D.0., July 9.—Representative 
Belden of New York, Chairman of the Repub- 
lican Congressional Committee, has issued the 
following address to the Republican editors of 


‘the country: 

The Republican party in its several National 
‘platforms has pledged the country that as one 
ofits fundamental planks it would see to the ex- 
ecution of that provision of the Constitution 
which guarantees to every lawful voter in Fed- 
eral elections his right to deposit his ballot and 
have it counted for the candidate of 
his cboice. That pledge, based on jus 
tice, involves merely the exercise of 
an unquestionable constitutional right 
of every American citizen, Nevertheless the 
gravest election abuses in a large section of our 
country have deprived vast masses of their law- 
ful franchise, have by fraudulent agencies im- 

sed an unlawful representation in the National 

ouse of Representatives, and have thus prac- 
tically subverted the Constitution in some of its 
most important and valuable provisions. The 
strict enforcement of this inalienable right is de- 
manded as a solemn duty. 

No question of negro supremacy, no usurpa- 
tion of Federal power is involved in the issue. 
The National Election bill which recently passed 
the House, deals only with National elections; it 
does not meddle directly or indirectly with 
State elections, State officers or State organiza- 
tions. The States are very properly left tg work 
out their own destiny through their own?’ agen- 
cies. Why, then, should the bill not become a 
law? As declared by the Hon. William Me- 
Kinley in his recent speech in tne House, The 
passage of the Federal Election bill is the su- 
preme duty of the hour.” The assage 
cannot longer be reasonably evad The 
House, faithful and active in the 
fulfillment of party pledges, zealous in the per- 
formance of a great pubiic trust, and undaunted 
by the diabolical threats and assaults of the 
Democratic party, has promptly performed its 
duty by the passage of the bill. ow it only re- 
mains for the Republican majority in the Senate 
to emulate the House and permit the President 
by his signature to ratify and register the will of 
the Nation. Will the Senate promptly perform 
this imperative obligation? 

The committee is in possession of information 
showing a concentrated effort on the part of the 
Democratic party to change the trend of public 
thought by poisoning the minds of the peopie to 
the end tasentiment may be manufactured 
that would deter Congress from passing a Na- 
tional Election iaw at this session, It is 
believed that a favorable expression of 
opinion at this juncture from the Re- 
publican press all alon the line 
would be as forcible as timely and would exert a 
wholesome influence and inspire legislators to 
the carrying out of the party's pledge. The

Where stations are to be located the 
company may acquire such addiwonal prop- 
erty as may be necessary for stations, but 
such addiuonal property suall not be occu- 
pied by tracks, switches, or turnouts. The 
general plan of th structure above ground 
hall be of an elevated railroad, with tracks 
supported upon a row or rows of iron posts. 

It is further provided that the main line 
shall be constructed within two years, the 
first branch line within three, and the second 
branch within four years. 0 

Provision is made for a $100,000 deposit as 
a guarantee of good faith. The fare will be 
five cents. The car license fee will be $50 
per annum.

Four Democrats of Jersey City Sent to 
Prison for Ballot-Box Stuffing. 

New York, July 8—The Hudson County 
election officers convicted last week of fraud 
and conspiracy at the late election in Jersey 
City were arraigned for sentence this morn- 
ing before Judge Lippincott in the court 
house on Jersey City Heights. Ex-Judge 
Garrettson and Mr. Black, counsel for the 
convicted men, were present, together with 
a large number of their friends. 

The men were arraigned and sentenced to 
eighteen months’ imprisopment each, Their 
names are Thomas Hart, Thomas Fallon, 
Jacob Moschell, and Thomas De Rancey

Among the five 
were John W. Smith, Tuomas Connelly, and Ed- 
ward McGrevy. Connelly charges that the food 
wes insufficient and often unfit to eat, and Mc- 
— one he was unable to sleep because of 

A great grievance appears to be that patients 
are kept off the lawn in front of the hospital and 
compeiied to take exercise on the sand hills 
facing the lake. It is charged in the statement 
to the Treasury Department that this lawn, 
which cost the Government $20,000, is used ex- 
olustvely by the officers of the hospital, who 
play athletic games thereon,” while patients 
are reprimanded if they step off the gravel walks 
in entering the groun 
_ Against the attendants it is charged they are 
incompetent and illy paid, being picked up at 
various intelligence offices. The result, it is 
said, is the negiect of patients who require con- 
stant attention. 

Bui it is against the food that the main plaint 
is made, and the Secretary of thé Treasury is 
earnestly requested to order a full investigation 
of the hospital. 


From the Collector at Cheboygan. 


CHEBOYGAN, Mich., July 9.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. ] —In your issue of the 6th inst., (Sua- 
day) I find ap articie seriously reflecting 
on my character, or rather competency, 
as a United States official Let me say 
right here the whole thing, so far as it relates 
to me, is a malicious falsehood. The facts of 
the case are these: Capt. William Disher came 
into this office and said he wishgd to report and 
produced a Canadian clearance with ca of 
thereon, if 1 
remember rightly as to the exact number. 
I asked the Captain if he had a shipping 
bill, so that 1 could ascertain who the 
shippers and consignees were. He produced a 
shipping bill of 11,610 cedar paving posts and 
2,243 cedar railroad ties. I asked why such a 
discrepancy, and which was correct. He then 
explained the matter thus: “I oleared from 
Sarnia (or some Canadian port) for a port in 
Canada having no custom-house, and expected 
to get 20,000 posts; but there was not that num- 
ber to be had, so | took what they had, and what 
ties I could get and came on without full cargo.” 
I showed my predecessor in this office the 
Canadian clearance, also the shipping bill, and 
asked him if he did not think I should erase by 
drawing my pen through the error of 20,000 posts, 
aad insert thereon (i. e.) his clearance, the right 
number of posts and also the railroad ties. He 
thought as I did, so 1 made the 
correction, and then 1 made out 
a United States coastwise manifest clearance 
and a duplicate copy, as is always done. 
He signed my receipt books, copy, and master’s 
oath on entering vessel from a foreign port. I 
then, as lalways do when a véssel has on a 
cargo, gave him buck his Canadian clearance, 
his shipping bill, and also the ordinary United 
States coastwise manifest. Now this was the 
whole procedure. If the Captain was too fast 
and got himself in a muss and could get out of it 
by trying to shift tne responsibility on somebody 
else, well and good, if his yarn looked plausible. 
But why any sénsible person should jump at 
conclusions, and take in anybody's yarn, and 
make serious charges against any person, and 
a public official in particular, without making a 
thorough investigation and ascertaining the 
facts is beyond my comprehension.

Both Vesselmen and Sailors’ Union Firm. 


If an apostie of the doctrine that labor and. so 


capital are friends, not enemies, should appear, 
on the docks these days he might avert a des- 
perate fight between vesselmen and the Sailors’ 
Union. Both sides profess a wish to be reason- 
able, yet such a thug as a conference to talk 
over disputed points is not thought of. The 
sailors claim to have nearly ali the mates and 
cooks in their union, having been initiating them 
by the score fora week past, and believe they 
can win. The vesselmen are a stubborn class 
and will spend money freely rather than be ae- 
feated when once enlisted in a contest. 

»The union will establish a shipping office 
where Captains can pick out their crews,” T. J. 
Elderkin, the Master-Workaan, said yesterday. 
The vesselmen can obtain no sailors from the 
Atlantic, as our union has notified branches 
there of our strike. They will nottie up their 
boats. you ean devend on that. They think we 
have no right to exist, and that a man has no 
right to organize for self-protection. They do 
not think that they are organized against us. By 
Aug. I we will be in shape to fix wages all over 
the lakes, and intend to do so.” 

Mr. Elderkin explained that women cooks 
would be compelled to join some Woman's As 
sembly of the Knights of Labor, He claimed 
that the recent advance in lumber freights was 
due to the union’s demand for higher wages, and 
vesselmen were really the gainers. 

The uniop, however, is not without its internal 
dissension By initiating so many new mem- 
bers there 1s frequently a surplus of sailors, and 
the older members have secured berths, while 
the less experienced men have gone without | 
work. This has caused much bitterness, and 
the establishment of a regular shipping office is 
intended to overcome the trouble hereafter. 


Drop in Buffalo Grain Rates. 

The Buffalo rate on corn dropped from 2% to? 
cents yesterday, and a large capacity of non- 
line boats were chartered at that rate. The line 
agents received instructions to hold to the agree- 
ment not to accept less than 2% cents on local 
Buffalo shipments, and began to figure on send- 
ing several boats out with partial cargoes.

DoW 


A Kalamazoo (Mich.) dispatch of yester- 
day speaks thus of the season in that local 
wool center:

The unusually low prices offered at 
Boston are not at ail encouraging to the buyers 
in this State. Said one of the buyers this morn- 
ing: “I do not know what wool is going to 
but we are going to hold on to it nevertheless. 
The outlook is that it will be low, and if the Bos- 
ton market keeps on falling until it reaches 28 
cents then there will be more sick wool men 
than you ever saw before.” 


What is the cause of this state of things?! 
Maj. McKinley and his Ohio bicodeda ram- 
raisers will tell the Michigan wool-growers 
that itis because the duties on the carpet 
wools they do not grow are so low, and that 
the only way to better things is to double 
the taxes on those wools, and at the same 
time raise the taxes on clothing so that it 
will result in forcing the people of the United 
States to pay a hundred million dollars a year 
more for their woolen goods. 

But a truer explanation of the depressed 
condition of Michigan and other Eastern 
wools is furnished by a paragraph in a Bos- 
ton dispatch giving a review of last week’s 
wool market printed in a local McKinley 
phonographorgan, It says: 

The increase in the volume of business is due 
to some large sales of new Texas, California, and 


other wools made previously to arrival and just 
now approved by manufacturers. 


But for the competition of the cheaper 
wools of the warm arid regions of the far 
Southwest there would be a better demand 
for the wool product grown east of the Mis- 
sissippi and the prices would be higher. 
When the Rebellion war was ended and the 
Pacific roads—Northera, Southern, and Cen- 
tral—began their swift extension westward 
across the prairies and over the great West- 
ern plains, the cattle and sheep growers 
moved westward with them and took advan- 
tage of the cheap lands and vast areas offered 
to them and raised so many as to break down 
the prices of beef. The cattle went west 
and northwest; the sheep southwest. The 
sheep also increased and multiplied by mill- 
ions on the ary warm lands of Texas, New 
Mexico, Arizona, California, and Oregon,

cue Democrats now realize that Palmer 
played his trump card two years ago and are 
convinced they have made a mistake. At 
that time he took advantage of an unusual 
excitement among the laboring classes, grow- 
ing out of the assaults made by the Pinker- 
ton police during the Stock-Yard strikes, to 
create prejudice against the Republicans.

Fifer and Taz 
CIAO Trrpung exposed his duplicity, he 
managed to secure not alone the labor ele- 
ment but the votes of many thousand Repub- 
licans upon this false issue. As time goes on, 
however, the victims of this delusion recog- 
nize the mistake they made. They see that 
the Pinkertons have been limited to their le- 
gitimate duties as private watchmen and 
that they were humbugged by Palmer. He 
never can get those votes again. 

The plain truth of the matteris that the 
Democrats have become convinced that John 
Palmer has survived his usefulness and can 
de of service to them no longer. He is not 
what he wasAsventy years ago, or ten or five. 
He never has been of much service to them 
anyway. Deserters from the Republicans 
rarely are. But whatever he may have been 
is of small consequence as compared with 
his present incapacity. He isan old man— 
far along in the seventies. He belongs to an 
other day and generation and has no political 
career in the future. When a man ap- 
proaches fourscore it is time for him to drop 
anchor and rest. He should leave political 
ambitions to younger and more active men. 
Least of all should he insult his party by in- 
sisting that it has no other candidates. He 
should be put away in wool and tenderly 
cared for during his remaining days as a 
reminiscence. Though he has not yet reached 
the age of Rameses, he belongs to history as 
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other expensive accessories of aJudge. The 
client, beaten in one court, is told by his 
lawyer there is another to which he can ap- 
peal with & hope of winning. Defeated there, 
he is told there is stili another which may 
reverse all that has been done de for 
him. So, like any gambier, he an- 
other bet to win back what he has lost. 

It is not dealing fairly with the men who 
sit on the Appellate Court benches to strip 
their decisionsof nearly all finality. It lowers 
the court in the public estimation. Every 
time the Supreme Court reverses an Appel- 
late Court decision the Judges who are re- 
versed myst feel lowered and mortified. 
The people generally, seeing the law findings 
of the Appeliate Court set aside ana those 
of lower tribunals sustained, conclude that 
the three Judges of the Appellate Court do 
not know as much law as the one Judge of 
the Circuit Court or Superior Court, and 
they look on the legal bearing and ability of 
this immediate body of Judges with con- 
tempt. As that feeling gains strength by 
frequent overrulings the usefulness of the 
court necessarily lessens. 

Only trades union lawyers would have put 
into operation a system like the present one. 
It should be changed so as to provide that no 
case shall go to the Appellate Court in which 
it cannot settle the law of the case, If there 
are points where it cannot be trusted, then 
take them out of its jurisdiction and carry 
them to the upper court at once. None of 
the cases which go to an appeal court should 
be appealed from it. The dignity of the Ap- 
pellate Court will be much greater when tne 
people know that within its sphere and juris- 
diction, whatever that may.be, its decisions 
on the law are conclusive in the case. Its 
Judges, feeling that tneir interpretation of 
the law will be final, will take a pride in 
their work such as they cannot now, when 
they are subject to reversals so humiliating 
to their pride and so damaging to the standa- 
fug of their court as interpreters of the law. 
This is the way to give relief to the Supreme 
Court. '

what will be their status as citizens of the 
United States. The fifteenth amendment 
says that no State shall make or enforce 
uny law which shall abridge the privileges 
or immunities of citizens of the United 
States,“ and as the women of Wyoming are

Tun contest for position in the list of cities 
between St. Louis, Boston, and Baltimore is 
an interesting one. The official figures indi- 
cate that the population of St. Louis is 448, 124, 
an increase of about 28 per cent since 1880, 
and 15,000 or 16,000 more than the St. Louis- 
ans a fortnight ago expected to get. The 
supervisor in Boston credits that city with 
437,245, an increase of 29 per cent. The Bos- 
tonians claim 445,000, but even then they 
would stand below St, Louis. Ten years 
ago Boston was ahead, having 362,839, against 
850,518 for St. Louis. In any event, there- 
fore, St. Louis will stand sixth. Baltimore 
fs the unknown quantity. No official state- 
ment of its population has been made yet, 
and all estimates have been wild guessing.

What's this? Boston’s population estimated at 
487.245 That won't doat all There must be 
sume mistake.

- only 417,500. If the new res hold it means 
that Baltimore does not get fifth place. We still 
believe that Baltimore has more people than 
Boston, and the final returns should show it to 
be the case.

Tusre is a consensus of opinion among 
close observers of politics in this State that 
Old Man Palmer’s candidacy for the United 
States Senate already has fallen flat, and 
there are not wanting large numbers of Dem- 
ocrats who quietiy share the same opinion.

For the Michigander to sell his wool he has 
to take for it the price fixed by his South- 
western plains competitor, and the result is 
that his profits have been slaughtered ana he 
now keeps sheep at a loss so far as the wool 
is concerned. 

There would be nothing 80 objection- 
able in this building up and pulling down in 
which nature has codperated so largely if 
these Delanos and Lawrences and Harpsters 
would only tell the truth about it. If they 
would confess what they are doing to in- 
crease the number of competitive sheep in 
the far Southwest, so that every 
freight-train which goes there in the 
season carries some of their blooded rams, 
it would be more satisfactory. But 
they do not confess. Far from it; 
they telithe deluded wool-raisers of Ohio 
and neighboring States that this proposed 
McKinley legislation is for their denefit, ;and 
that pure love and affection for the old 
Western wool-raisers is the only reason why 
the ram-raisers are shouting themselves 
hoarse for higher taxes on the woolen clothing 
of the masses. That legislation, if it passes, 
will be merely another nail in the coffin of 
the Michigan wool-growers. Things will look 
blacker at Kalamazoo in 1891 than in 1890 if 
McKinleyism wins.

HOT WEATHER IN NEW YORK. 

Our esteemed contemporaries in New York 
who for some days past have been malign- 
ing Chicago’s climate in the matter of tem- 
perature and filling their columns with sen- 
sational statements about the mortality here 
at last have the chalice commended to their 
own lips and are taking deep and bitter 
draughts. Waves of heat are sweeping over 
the Eastern metropolis with territic fierce- 
ness. Its narrow, close, pent-up streets are 
blazing with the ardent rays of the sun. 
There is no relief even at night, for the cool- 
ing breezes, if there are any, never get into 
those pent-up holes. The wealthier citizens 
are fleeing from the seething furnace, but 
those who cannot afford to go must stay and 
roast. Uniess some change occurs soon tne 
fatality will be terrible. Tuesday the ther- 
mometer went from 75° in the morning up 
to 100° in the shade in the afternoon, and 
that was only the first day’s experience. 
Here is an extract from a New York dis- 
patch: 

New York, July §8—The West may have a 
corner on the World’s Fair, but the suniight 
and the sun's heat are impartial. Citizens of 
this city suffered today. Waves of heat swept 
down upon the city with fierce rage. Mercury 
boiled and struggied in its efforts to climb out of 
its confining tube, shirt-froots wilted, and collars 
dangled breken-heartedly about the heated. The 
streets were dlistered and the dust seemed to 
act in concert with the sun, both trying to ren- 
der surface travel impossible. There were few 
who ventured to brave this condition of affairs, 


but those Who did give their experience as havy- 
ing been roasted. 1 3 


Such suffering as this is unknown in Chi- 
cago, being from 8° to 10° hotter than the 
hottest Weather we have had this season. 
There are days, of course, when a wide- 
spread area of heat ali over the West and 
the fierce southwesterly winds overpower 
our lake breezes and produce days which 
seem to be hot to us until we find by we 
thermometer’s record in New York, St. Louis, 
and other cities that they are only warm. 
From this point ef view alone it is a crown- 
, ing mercy that the Fair was not located in 
New York. It is appalling to contemplate 


the fatality that might have ocourred among 


other Judges commented rather severely but 
not unjustly on the methods of the Justice 
courts at the meeting of the Women’s Al- 
liance Tuesday evening.

Police Justices, appointees of the Mayor. 
There is no doubt that the professional bail- 
ing system could be broken up if the Mayor 
was so disposed. Superintendent Hubbard 
broke it up because he was supported by 
Mayor Roche. Superintendent Marsh could 
break it up if he were supported by Mayor 
Cregier. 

But after all the Mayor is only secondarily 
responsible. The Judges of the bench are 
responsible primarily. Itis they who nomi- 
nate the Justices. It is they who are respon- 
sible for the appointment of the broken- 
down lawyers, the bar-room politicians, and 
the misprable fine-and-fee hucksters who are 
Justices of the Peace in Chicago. In the 
South Division there is hardly one of the lot 
that ought to bave been appointed. 

Ifthe Justices were honest, capable, hon- 
orable men there would be no cause for the 
complaints about professional bailers or the 
other vampires that hang around the Justice 
courts. The Judges could find good men to 
recommend to the Governor for these posi- 
tions. Why do they not recommend better 
men? Until they do they must share with 
the Mayor the blame for the abuses that 
exist. 


DECISIONS WHICH DO NOT DECIDE. 

The divorce case of Carter vs. Carter was 
tried before Judge Jamieson and a jury. 
Much time was spent in tne hearing and 
trial, and it was therefore a costly suit for 
the county and the parties. The jury decided 
that the husband should have a divorce from 
the wife. On the ground of alleged 
“errors” committed by the presiding Judge 
in his rulings an appeal was taken to the 
Appellate Court, where the questions of 
error involved were argued ably at great 
length. That court yesterday affirmed the 
finding of the lower court. Thereupon an- 
other appeal, it is stated, will be taken, this 
time to the Supreme Court, whose decision, 
whichever way it may go, will be final. 

The Carter case attracted much attention 
when it was on hearing and the interest 
taken in it has not died out. So people, see- 
ing all this fuss, and delay, and expense con- 
nected with getting from the Appellate Court 
a decision which decides nothing, ask 
themselves, What is an Appellate Court 
for?’ It can’t decide appeals taken to it. 
Whatever way the Supreme Court may de- 
cide stands. Then what was the use of hav- 
ing an Appellate Court to pass on this par- 
tacular case? If it cannot be trusted to give 
a sound decision, why let it give any? If it 
can be trusted, why not let its action be 
final? If it be said that one Appellate Court 
may decide a law point one way and another 
Appellate Court, in another part of the coun- 
try, in a different way. and that the Supreme 
Court must act as final arbiter to decide 
which is right, then why let such matters go 
to the midway court at all, as its opinions 
count for nothing? 

It is necessary that there should be a 
tribunal to review the doings of the nisi 
prius court Juages. That the latter should 
| commit occasional errors in view of the 
multifarious nature of their duties is not 
surprising. In deciding as to the admissibil- 
ity of evidence, the propriety of questions, 
the lawfulness of instructions, the fitness of 
jurors, they must sometimes make mistakes 
which the reviewing court, dealing with a 
record simpiy, ought to see and correct. 

But why have another to review the re- 
viewers?! Is there any object except that it 
heips the lawyers to make costs and fees! 
The greater the number of courts to which 
an appeal and reappeal can be taken the 
more fees out of suitors is there for them, and 


tue more places are there for members of 


them on going from one State to another, 
and such rights are beyond the reach of 
State laws; but it is well settled 
that they are civil and not  polit- 
ical in character. A citizen of one State 
has the rightto migrate to any other State 
and without asking permission make his 
home there and acquire property and de- 
mand the same protection which the laws 
give other citizens. A State cannot deny 
the citizen who comes from another State 
the right to engage in any lawful occupation 
or to bring suit or appeal to the courts in 
any proper form to protect his rights of life, 
liberty, or property. Any fundamental civil 
right comes under the protection of the 
fifteenth amendment, and in respect to such 
privileges and immunities State lines are 
obliterated and. the status of the citizen is 
the same anywhere inside the Union. It is 
not so, however, m respect to political 
privileges or rights. These vary in the dif- 


| ferent States, and the only Federal limita 


tion is in the provision forbidding discrimi- 
nation on account of race, color, or previous 
condition of servitude. The States may pre- 
scribe any conditions they see fit as to 
naturalization, length of residence, age, sex, 
or they may impose property or educational 
tests. The race testis the only one forbid- 
den. A voter does not carry with him any 
right of suffrage on going from one State 
into another. ‘The women of Wyoming going 
into other States will have the rights which 
other women enjoy there and no more. 
Their right to vote in Wyomm does not se- 
cure them the same privilege elsewhere. 


FOR DOUBLE TAXATION, 

The Farmers’ Mutual Benevolent Alliance 
of the County of Sangamon has prepared a 
list of questions to be submitted to the candi- 
Cates for the Legislature from that county, 
and probabiy from other districts. One of 
them is: Are you in favor of amending 
the law so that ali capital will have its just 
proporuon of taxation?” That is: “ Are 
you in favor of taxing borrowed capital 
twice, of taxing what is in the hands of the 
borrower, and trying to tax the lender on 
what has passed out of his hands?” 

If the candidate has any gumpuon he will 
say no.“ and will tell the farmers that he 
says it for their gooa, for were they to try 
in lilinois the experiment which has been 
tried unsuccessfully in other States of tax- 
ing one thing in two places chey would be 
the only sufferers in the shape of higher in- 
terest. If an attempt were made to tax the 
lender 2 per cent on the face of his loan he 
would add 2 per cent and a little more to 
the interest he charged, and thus the bor- | 
rowing farmer would have to foot the 
double tax bill. This is the way it always 
works in practice. 

If one of the Sangamon County farmers 
who asks this question of candidates has 
borrowed a thousand dollars from some 
Springfield banker he and not the banker 
has the money. He may have put it into cat- 
tle, or a house, machinery, or tile drains, or 
more lands. But whatever he has done with 
it he has the capital, and the Springfield 
lender does not have it until it is repaid to 
him. The use of it has passed out of his 
hands, and all he has is a written guarantee 
that at atime named the capital will be re- 
turned to him. 

If the Sangamon County farmer says he 
does not want the thousand dollars to be 
taxed twice, but only once, the tax being 
collected from the man wo does not hold 
the money instead of the one who does, then 
he should understand that that thing has 
been tried often but does not work satis- 
factorily. The borrower always finds that 
in spite of all that has been done for him by 
fool friends he has to pay the tax—because 
he has the money. 

As a case in point observe the experience 
of the tenants of Scully, the alien land- 
owner. The leases had provided that the 
tenant should pay the taxes. The Legisla- 
ture passed a law forbidding his doing it and 
saying the landlord must pay the taxes.

DR. BURTSELL AND THE ARCHBISHOP. 


Grounds on Which the Pope Overruled the 
Former’s Appeal.

Roux, July 9.—Ilam now able to give the 
grounds on which the Pope crushed the ap- 
peal of Dr. Burtsell against Archbishop Cor- 
rigan. The report submitted to n.s Holiness 
by Mgr. Jacobin, Secretary of the Propa- 
ganda, is based on the following grounds: 

Dr. Burtsell occupies in New 
York a parish, the rector of which 
is not irremovabie; consequently in accord- 
ance with the decision of the Baltimore coun- 
cil the Archbishop was within his fight in 
transferring im for reasons known to him- 
self, which were Dr. Burtsell’s open sympa- 
thy with Dr. McGiyan and the impossibility 
of silencing him as titular of the parisn. 

On informing Dr. Burtsell of tne decision 
to send him out of New York, Archbishop 
Corrigan was careful to state that it was 
unanimousiy approved of by his council; 
and furthermore declared that the charge 
was administrative in character. Dr. Burt- 
sell immediately reaponded that he appealed 
against the Archbishop to the Propaganda; 
that out of respect to Archbishop Corrigan’s 
authority he was prepared to leave his city 
rectory, but that he would not assume charge 
of the country parish assigned to him. 

Archbishop Corrigan in consequence came 
to Rome. Acting on the adviceof the Propa- 

anda he wrote, in conciliatory terms to Dr. 

urtsell requesting him to declare his obedi- 
ence to the Archiepiscopa! authority and 
stating that if he did so he would not be 
transferred. This request was also formaily 
conveyed to Dr. Burtseil by letter from 
Cardinal Simeoni, Prefect of the Propa- 
ganda. 

Instead of ucguiescing Dr. Burtsell replied 
that he considered it incumbent on him to 
stand up for bis rights to the end. At the 
same time hesentto Rome a report counter 
to that of the Archbishop. 

This counter report was not considered 
of a character to imvalidate the argu- 


ment of Archbishop Corrigan rela- 
tive to Dr. Burtsell's relations with 
Dr. McGlynn and his followers; conse- 


qhently the Propaganda proposed to the Pope, 
who complied, to declare in favor of Arch- 
bishop Corrigan and require Dr. Burtsell to 
make his submission to the Archbishop, and 
to obey orders and take charge of another 
parish. 

An appendix to this sentence declares that 
henceforth it is established that the Bishops 
of the United States have full power, with- 
out havine recourse to the Propaganda, to 
transfer from one parish to another titulars 
of posts not essentially irremovable. 


SPAIN’S NEW MINISTRY, 


A Protectionist Policy to Be Carried Out 
by the Canovas Cabinet.

Manprip, July 9.—Ali the Spanish treaties 
of commerce will terminate in 1891, and the 
Budget law which has just been passed em- 
powers the Government to revise these treat- 
ies and to raise allthe tariffs. The declara- 
uon by the new Government of a strong pro- 
tectionist policy is in line with this action of 
the Cortes, and there is every probability 
that this policy will be thoroughly carried 
out. 

The Canovas Cabinet, althoughit contains 
three men who were named by Marshal 
Campos, two of whom are lberals, has not 
attempted the impossible by trymg to 
govern with the old Cortes, in which there 
would undoubtediy have been a majority 
against it, and therefore it dissolved Parlia- 
ment and will test the permanence of the 
new Ministry by new elections. But for this 
clever maneuver there is little question that 
Segasta would have shortly been recalled by 
the Queen Regent, and that the new elec- 
tions, the first under his enlarged suffrage, 
would have been held under his direction. 

Sefior Sagasta presided at a meeting of 
Liberals today and made a speech, in which 
he declared his devotion to the monarchy, 
and said he would decline a coaligon with 
the Republicans uniess forced into it by 
arbitrary acts of the Cabinet. The meeting

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THE BEHRING SEA CORRESPONDENCE, 
Sabstance of the Communications Asked For 


by Congress. 

Wasuineron, D. C., July &—{Special.]— 
The correspondence vetween the State De- 
partment and the British Foreign Office in re- 
gard to the Behring Sea question opened 
in January last with a long and care- 
fully-drawn note from Mr. Blaine to the 
British Minister setting out the ancient and 
recoguized claims of Russia to the exclusive 
rights and benefits of the fur seal fishery in 
Behring Sea and the acquisition of those 
rights and benefits in the eastern part of that 
sea by the United States under the treaty 
for the cession to this country.of the Russian 
possessions in North America. 

This introductory note is followed, after 
an interval of some two months, by one from 
Sir Pauncefote to Mr. Blaine. Its contents 
show that the personal conferences succeed- 
ing the State Department note of January 
had resulted in an agreement to shelve all 
questions of legal right for the time being 
pending an attempt to reach a full and final 
settlement by means of an international con- 
vention. 5 

Under the proposed legislation British seal - 
ing vessels were at once to be prohibited 
from entering the Behring Sea at all durin 
the migratory movement of the fur 
in and out of the sea. A med com- 
mission of American, British, and Russian 
experts was to be constituted without delay 
to take into review the provisions of the con- 
vention and report what modifications and 
additions were necessary to the permanent 
execution of the true intention and object of 
the convention. 

The deliberation upon this note was pro- 
longed, since the reply to it was not made 
until after the inadvértent publication of the 
Treasury orders to the Rush and Corwi 
soon after which time the Secretary o 
State formally advised the British Minister 
that his proposal for an internationol con- 
venuon had been the subject of a careful 
and amicable consideration, and had been 
found inadmissible. This rejection of an 
international convention appears to have 
been taken by tne British Government 
as notice of a reversion by the Government 
of the United States to its original claim of a 
legal right of exclusive jurisaiction over 
seal-catching in the American part of 
Behring Sea. Lord Salisbury accordingly 
replied to Mr. Blame's bote of the 
preceding January in a long dispatch to the 

inister at Washington, whereof a 4 was 
duly furnished to the Department of State, 
To the imputation of Lord Salisbur 
that he had ignored and rever 
the’ historic position of the United 
States as expounded and successfully 
maintained against Russia by John Quincy 
Adams, when Secretary of State, Mr. Blaine 
replied with force and feeling in a long note 
to the British Minister at the ‘beginning 
of the present month.

this note which the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs is chiefly desirous to get be- 
fore tne country. It will, it is said, enable 
the British people to judge for them- 
selves how little the Government of 
the United States is open to the charge 
of discourtesy in the measures here- 
tofore taken to suppress the destructive 
raids of Canadian poachers upon the Amer- 
ican seals. The Secretary of State uses

Clinton B. Fisk was born in York, Livings- 
ton county, N. Y., Dec. 8, 1828, is great- 
grandfather was Major-General in the Revolu- 
tion under Washington.

where, as boy and youth, Gen. Fisk received his 
education. By hard work he prepared himself to 
enter the University of Michigan, earning in part 
his own expenses, but tne strain proved too 
great, ana he was forced by failin health to 
abandon his cherished plans and adopt a mer- 
cantile career, in which he was notably success- 
ful as merchant, milier, and barker. 

In 1859 he removed to St. Louis and early in the 
war enlisted in the service and became Colonel 
of the Thirty-third Missouri Infantry. was 
rapialy promoted and at the close of the war 
wus assistant commissioner under Gen. Howard 
in the management of the Freedmen's Bureau in 
Kentucky and Tennessee. Gen. Fisk was Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trustees of Fisk Uaiversity 
for colored students at Nashville; a Trustee of 
Dickinson College, Pennsylvania; of Drew Theo- 
logical Seminary and Pennington Seminary, 
New Jersey. and of Albion College, Michigan. 
He was a Methodist and conspicuous in church 
work. He was largely interested in the 
Atlantic and Pacific railroad and was considered 
wealthy. For many years he has been identified 
with the Prohibition party, and in 1886 he was 
the nominee of that party for Governor of New 
Jersey, polling 19,500 votes, the largest number 
ever cast for a Prohibition candidate in that 
State. 

In May. 1888, Gen. Fisk was nominated forthe 
Presidenay by the Probibition Convention at 
Indianapalis on the ticket with John A. Burks of 
Missouri. He was generous in bis benefactions 
and an abije public speaker.

Startling Results of the Investigation of 
_ the Cohdition of the Température Gen- 
erated by the New York steam Com- 
pany’s Mains—Ordered to Discontinue 
the Use of the Pipes in Certain Dis- 
tricts— Row in the Board of Education 

— Miscellaneous. 

New York, July 2 President 
Wilson of tne Board of Health sent to Mayor 
Grant today the report of Dr. Edson and 
Chemist Martin on the temperature gener- 
ated in the streets and sewers on Broadway 
and on Wall street by the New York Steam 
company’s mains, Simultaueously orders 
were served on the company from 
sanitary headquarters to shut off its steam 
and discontinue the use of its mains at three 
different points—between Nos. 165 and 184 
Broadway, between Nos. 233 and 259 Broad- 
way, and between Nos. 11 and 71 Wall street. 
The company has three days in which to 
obey the order or appeal and stay execution 
by injunction. 

The report of the experts sets forth the 
results of the numerous measurements of 
the temperature by excavations in the sewers 
and vaults and basements of buildings. Some 
of these are fairly startling. Five feet un- 
derground in an excavation made fourteen 
feet from the steam main the thermometer 
showed atemperature of 200° Fahrenheit. 
Twelve degrees more and it would have been 
possible to cook an egg witnout fire. 

The heat in the sewers along Wall street 
averaged from 116° to 142°. Where there 
were no steam mains in the uptown streets 
the temperature in the sewers was found to 
be below that of the atmosphere. The 
pressure and heat on the mains vary, and 
this fact causes ashrinking and expansion 
of the mains no less than of the 
steam pipes, which break the joints 
and destroy the lead calking, already ren- 
dered in à measure useless by chemical 
decomposition in the excessive heat. Gas 
and steam escaping into the sewers and sub- 
way manholes form an explosive mixture 
with the air and when ignited by accident 
explodes with great force. The loss of steam 
by escape is believed by the experts to be 
enormous. The steam company has vainly 
endeavored to obtain an alloy that would be 
useful for calking its pipes and would last.

A Handsome Profit Made by the Book-

The capital program of races at. Washington 
Park yesterday drew about 6,000 spectators, and 
the several events were on a par with those of 
previous days. It was not a favorites’ day, as 
but one first choice managed to win. There 
were several surprises for the speculative race- 
goer, and the more that anxious individual 
sought to get out of the hole by plunging the 
deeper in he got. As there were several hun- 
dreds of tne followers of favorites, the probabili- 
ties are that the astute bookmakers made a 
handsome profit on the day. ; 

The first raco, a five-furlong dash, brought out 
ten 2-year-olds, ail maidens, and it required good 
guessing to pick the winner. A good-looking 
filly named Borealis was finally selected as fa- 
vorite, with Ella Blackburn the next choice. To 
a fair start Peristaltic led off, with Miss 
Barnes and Billa Blackburn next. Rounding 
the lower ‘turn Miss Barnes set the 
pace, followed by Peristaltic and Longalette. 
There were several changes in the next furlong, 
a filly named Paifiena moving up to the leaders 

and Longalette and Peristaltic dropping out of 
it. At the three-quarter pole Miss Barnes, Abby, 
Ella Blackburn, and Palfiena were lapped in the 
order named, Entering the stretch it was Elia 
Biackburn, Mise Barnes, with Abby and Pal- 
fiena close up. In the run to tne wire Paifiena 
came fast and soon disposed of the others, win- 
ning easily by two lengths from Elia Blackburn, 
who was the same distance in front of Miss 
Barnes. 

Anotner lot of 2-year-olds that had never won 
a race came out for the next race, an extra. 
Maj. Thornton was made favorite, with King 
Solomon second choice. A handsome colt by 
Sensation Memento, named Labold, was over- 
looked by the talent, and ,8tol was offered 
against him, with few takers. He surprised the 
knowing ones by lying back in third position 
until the straight run was reached, when 
he came out, and passing Maj. Thornton and 
King Solomon with ease he wou by two lengths. 
‘Thornton, who had alternated in the lead with 
King Solomon, was second, and the latter ran a 
poor third. 

After these surprises by the youngsters the 
spectators set about discovering a sure thing 
for the next event, a mile dash. Eleven piaters 
were in it, and Mindale was selected as the 
proper animal to win. There were any number 
of tips floating about, but the biggest one was 
on Teddy Venture. This filly bad started 
several times, but had shown herself incapable 
of going over three-quarters of a mile. This made 
no difference, however, and alot of money went 
in on her Other strong tips were on Oklahoma 
Kid, who had won his maiden race 

West Side, and on Lizzie Fonso, 
Bart es up. Yvolemus and Fonso 
led at the start, but soon gave way to Teddy 
Venture, who went off in the lead by nearly two 
lengths, and looked us though she would make a 
runaway race of it. She stopped as usual at tne 
three-quarter pole. Oklahoma Kid, Kinglike, 
and Mary J. came out of the bunch and pro- 
ceeded to make it lively. Milldale was never 
prominent in the race, and when all were 
straightened out for home Oklahoma Kid was 
seen to be in front and running iike a wild horse.

Almont Wins the Great Western. 


The Great Western Handicap, one mile and a 
half, was the next event on the card, and a 
fierce rush was made to get money on Los An- 
geles, the Santa Anita stable’s mare. Wood- 
craft and Almont were about equal for second 
choice, and Senator George Hearst's people 
went down the line on Almont, getting in most 
of their money at 7 to 1. Previous to the race it 
was announced that James A. Murpby of the 
Park oe stable had purchased Outbound, 
paying $3,000 for him, and this was regarded as 
— enough for some people to back the 
colt. 

At the start, which was an excellent one, Al- 
mont, Los Angeles, and Woodcraft were first, all 
lapped, and the rest in a bunch close up. The 
Californian colt Almont did not propose to let 
any horse beat bim by taking it easy for the first 
mile or so. He went out to seta stiff pen. and 
did it so well that he was a clwar length in front 
before half the journey was over. Mary was 
second and Los Angeles third, while big, lumber- 
ing Woodcraft rated along in fourth plave. The 
rest were never in the hunt. As each quarter 
was finished people began to exclaim that Al- 
mont would quit now and come back to the 
others. Bute the colt was not that 
kind of a racer. He kept up 
a steady gait, doing each quarter at about 
the same pace, and at the end of tne mile was 
still an open length in the lead and fighting for 
his heud. Rounding the stable turn Los Angeles 
gave some hope to her backers by moving up to 
second place. The pace was too much for lier 
with the top weight upon her, and she could not 
get up to Almont. 

Old Woodcraft let out a link or two when in 
the stretch and soon disposed of everything but 
Los Angeles, on whom Barnes was working 
hard. It was no use; as Almont was still full of 
running and keeping up his pace all the way to 
the wire he won easily by three lengths, Los 
Angeles just beating’ Woodcraft for the place by 
halfalength. The time by quarters was: First 
quarter, 26% seconds; half-mile, 51% seconds; 
three-quarters, 1:17%; mile, 1:44%; mile and a 
quarter, 2:10%; mile and a half, 2:36. 


Al Farrow Comes in Ahead. 


The fifth race brought out ten good performers 
fora mile and a furlong. Al Farrow, the Cali- 
fornia horse, was a topheavy favorite, with Cecil 
B., Mora, and Churchill Clark well thought of as 
second choices. After getting away in a bunch 
Farrow took the track and led by from one to 
one and a halt lengths all the way around. Cecil 
B. and Fayette alternated in the second place. 
Farrow came into the stretch first by a length 
and had no trouble in winning by two lengths. 
Cecil B. was collared by. Sallie Byrnes when 
near the wire ahd just managed to get the place 
by a neck. 

The last race of the day was mile heats, and 
again the speculators picked out a Californian to 
win. Long Shot, a stable companion of Al Far- 
row, was the one selected. He had Quotation, 
Brandolette, and John Daly against him. There 
was a maiden filly named Atalanta in the rave, 
but she was not thought of. The first heat was a 
race between Quotation and Long Shot. The 
former held the lead for half a mile, when Long 
Shot left the bunch and ran through the 
others and led to the wire. Quotation gave 
him a race in the stretch, but Was unable to do 
better than get up to his saddle girth at the 
finish. Brandolette took a feeler in the run 
home and was at the side of 4 Shot for a few 
strides, when she was held back by Barnes and 
reserved for the next heat, Atalanta was dis- 
tauced. 

In the second heat Brandolette set the pace 
for a short distance, when Long Shot again took 
the leaa and kept it to the stretch. Here Bran- 
dolette came fast and in a hot finish she won by 
nearly two lengths, with Long Shot pumped out.

St. Lonis Brewers Dissatisfied with En- 
glish &ynd cate’s Action. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., July 9.—[{Special.]—Presi- 
dent Eilis Wainwright, representing the Eu- 
giish syndicate controlling the St. Louis 
breweries, has, acting on orders from the 
London board, caused many er to be 
made in the management of the breweries, 
removing some officers and reducing the 
salaries of others, all in the interest of 
economy. Since the ist of July the follow- 
ing changes have been made: The position 
of assistant managers in the Stifel, Chero- 
kee, Kubn, and Schnaider breweries has 
been abolished. The superintendent of the 
Green Tree brewery acts in a like capacity 
at Scinaider’s, saving one man’s salary.

We were for one cause and our 
victory demonstrates that everything is to be 
gained in federation.” 

Gov. Warren would say nothing of his own 
efforts, but was ever willing to give due 
credit to Delegate Carey for his work, and 
hinted that the latter would probably be sent 
to the United States Senate, The politicians 
of Wyoming say that Gov. Warren will also 
be sent to Washington asa United States 
Senator. The fact that Wyoming is to be a 
State in a few hours brings that Territory 
into prominence, and the Governor was 
asked to tell something of his country. 

' “Wyoming,” he explained, “takes its 
name from the Indian word Maughwanwame, 
meaning plains, and first had its application 
in the Wyommg Valley of Pennsyivania.

The great cities of Europe, like London, Berlin, 
Paris, and Vienna, are alive to the need of open 
spaces and park areas and practically lead the 
world. In Europe the breathing space is close 
to the poor man’s home; in America it often 
costs him a double fare to reach it. Small open 
spaces in great cities are more needed than the 
large ones. These small spaces are the first 
essential of the people who most need fresh air, 
and to have itin sufficient quantities is to do them 
substantial service, Have boulevards and broad 
tree-planted avenues to link the smaller spaces 
with the extensive park system established on 
the outskirts. The great deficiency in large cities 
is in the number of small areas close to the 
homes of the voor. provided with the 
means ef simpte enjoyment and entertainment, 
and not fenced off from public use. How much 
better it would be for cities if they looked aftér the 
air-holes where the houses are closely crowded 
together rather than the spending of too much 
money on putjlic parks that appeal chiefly to the 
pride of the #ye. With all the care that the 
municipal authorities seem willing to take, it is 
difficult to foresee the growth of pe Brad and suffi- 
ciently provide for their breathing places, and 
yet with the purpose of every competent Ameri- 
can to make his own way in the cities it is of 
the first importance that the conditions of healthy 
and enjoyable living shall be as well assured in 
the city as in the country town.

The Economics of Chinese Emigration. 

CA, July &—[Editor of The Tribune. 
Your recent rial, The Chinese Not Wéant- 
ed.“ must be eye-opener to many emotional 
people who do little or not much thinking upon 
the Chisese menace to our civilization. It is 
this emotional, brainless quality of Christianity 
which with mighty outcry and in great numbers 
asserts itself whenever the level-headed states- 
men of our country propose restrictive legisla- 
tion. The Chinese Exciusion act passed by Con- 
gress in 1882 expires by its own limitation in 
1892, after which this country will be free to unre- 
stricted Chinese immigration. Every iover of his 
country and clear-eyed faith in the true God must 
say, this cannotoccur. The battle cry must be: 
“Back to China with Chinamen.” Absolute 
exclusion of all Chinamen for a hundred years. 
Oy act of Congress. There are now over 400,000 
Chinese in this country who have come through 
the port of San Francisco, The Sci:nce Monthly 
in arecent number gives us some startliug facts 
concerning the Chinese in this country. The 
Chinese in mode of life, costume, religion, social 
vices, and language have evinced no perceptible 
change in forty years.“ 

“If we consider this period too snort.a time, 
the Chinese have been nearly three hundred 
years in the Philippine Islands, and we find the 
same results, maintaining their religion all the 
while against all efforts at conversion.“ Are the 
leading cities of the United States ready to sur- 
render the best business blocks and the fairest 
residence property to our Mongolian brethren? 
That portion of San Francisco known today as 
Chinatown was originally the residence and 
business center of the town. Its natural ad- 
vantages made it the choice of the early Amer- 
icans. There is not a vestige of American civil- 
ization remaining save in abandoned homes and 
churches, The Rev. Mr. Gibson in his book, 
The Chinese in America,“ tells the following 
sickening story: “What was lately the First 
Baptist Church of San Francisco is now a 
crowded Chinese tenement house. full of all man- 
ner of filthiness, shame, and sin. Where was 
the altar of God now smokes the incense of idol- 
atry. That sacred temple where once the voice 
of prayer and praise to God was heard now 
echoes with idolatrous chants and bacchanalian 
songs.“ 

Abbé Huc, a truthful writer concerning the 
Chinese, says: Lucre is the sole object on 
which their eyes are constantly fixed. 3 
burning thirst to realize some profit, great or 
small, absorbs their faculties, the whole energy 
of their being. They never pursue anything 
with ardor but riches and natural enjoyments. 
God, the soul, a future life, they believe in none 
of them, or rather they never think about them 
at all. ) 

“The Chinese maxim is ‘Ton-toun-kiao.’ Re- 
ligions are many, reason is one, we are all 
brothers.“ 

In the San Francisco colony they are not 
only not amenabie to law, but they are governed 
by secret tribunals, unrecognized and unauthor- 
ized by law; they levy taxes, command masses 
of men, intimidate interpreters and witnesses, 
enforce perjury, regulate trade, punish the re- 
fractory, remove witnesses beyond the reach of 
the courts, and control liberty of action.“ 

Wherever in the itterior cities of this country 
a dozen Chinese lodge or open a laundry there is 
a den of vice. They gamble and smoke opium; 
into these dens of wickedness our young men 
are enticed to become opium smokers. 

The highest ambitiop of a Chinamaa seems to 
be to acquire $1,000 with which to return to 
China, own six wives, Who are to work his tea- 
farm or opium field. 

The writer’s experience for five jears ina 
Chinese Sunday-school leads him to conclude 
that the all-governing greed for filthy lucre de- 
stroysin them all genuine reformation or regen- 
eration. Outof fifteen attendants at Sunday- 
school two professed conversion and united with 
the church, but it was afterward discovered that 
these gambied and smoked opium as before, 
though their outward life wassmore circumspect. 
That the opium dens are breeders of horribie 
diseases cannot be questioned. India and China 
are full of lepers. me of these lepers by force 
of their abject poverty must come to this coun- 
try. Their work in laundries is just where they 
can communicate this horrible disease to the 
Americans through their linen which they handle. 
The trend of Chinese emigration is to Siam, 
Australia, tne Philippine and Sandwich Islands, 
and the Indian Archipelago. Africa is their un- 
doubted destiny. The United States must, with 
mighty hand, lead them in that direction by ex- 
clusion from our shores. 

Back of all this is the great motive of our mis- 
sionary religion, but we must exercise cOMmon

The Baltimore and Ohio is to 
jeave its mam line about three miles east of 
Waiting and run due north over the Chicago 
and Calumet Terminal to East Chicago, 
thence to Hammond, Ind., Dalton, III., River- 
dale, and Blue island. At the latter point 
it is to leave the Chicag> and Calumet 
Terminal and run over a new line, the con- 
struction of which is at once to be commenced. 
It will begin about midway between the 
Stickney tract and the Union Stock-Yards 
due north till it strikes the line of the Wis- 
consin Central (Great Western Terminal), 
and thence over the latter into the Harrison 
street depot.

It is a great victory 
for the “Big Four,“ as the four leading 
dressed-beef firms in this city are called, 
who have long. been desirous of becoming 
entirely independent of the Vanderbilt and 
Pennsylvania lines, because the latter have 
always insisted upon keeping rates on 
dressed beef up totne highest notch and 
keeping live-stock rates down to a minimum 
in order to encourage live-stock traffic in 
which they are principally interested.

AN IMPORTANT CASE. 


' Attempt te Keep the Canadian Pacific Out 
of Chicago. 

The suit of the Wabash railway company 
Against the Chicago and Western Indiana to 
maintain its hola on the tracks of tne West- 
ern Indiana between Auburn Junction and 
Hammond was taken up by Judge Tuley 
‘yesterday and is being earnestly contested. 
On the outcome of the suit depends the Wa- 
bash road’s power to keep up its De- 
troit branch from Chicago. When 
the Western Indiana road was built into the 
city in 1879 the Grand Trunk, Louisville 
and New Albany, Chicago and Eastern Iili- 
nois, Chicago and Atlantic, and Wabash 
combined to secure an entrance to the city. 
The various roads were tapped at different 
points, the Chicago and Atlantic connecting 
at Hammond, Ind., and the Wabash at Au- 
burn Juncwon, about eight miles south of the 
city.

A WAR IN COAL RATES. 


A Cut by the St. Paul Leads to a General 
Reduction. ~~ 

A determined effort was made yesterday 
by the General Freight Agents of the various 
roads interested in the soft coal traffic from 
Chicago, Milwaukee, and Lake Superior 
points to Sioux City, Sioux Falis, and points 
in the Northwest to induce the Milwaukee 
and St. Paul to withdraw its notice that it 
would reduce its rate on coal from Milwau- 
kee to the above named points 25 cents per 
ton. The effort, however, proved fruitiess, 
and the Milwaukee and St. Paul will put the 
reduced rate in effect today. This result is 
certain to precipitate a serious war in sort 
coal rates from Western lake ports and Lili- 
nois mining points to the Northwest. 


The action of the Milwaukee and St. Paul 


is due to the Northwestern making a rate of 
25 cents per ton less from Lake Superior 
points to Northwestern points than from 
Chicago and Milwaukee. The Northwest- 
ern’s rate from Duiuth to Sioux City, etc., 
has been iu effect for the last two years, and 
it Claims that without such difference in 
rates it could not get any of the Lake Su- 
perior coal business. Ihe Minneapolis and 
St. Louis and Burlington, Cedar Rapids and 
Northern roads, which. serve the same 
territory as the Milwaukee and St. 
Paul, have made no objection ww 
the Northwestern’s Lake Superior dif- 
ferential efor the reason, they claim, 
that the competition amounted to little. The 
Milwaukee and St. Paul, however, takes a 
different view of the matter, and claims that 
it cannot get a fair proportion of the busi- 
ness from Milwaukee unless it makes the 
same rate from the latter point as the North- 
western makes from Duluth. 

Ine Northwestern gives notice that it will 
meet the Milwaukee and St. Paul's new rate 
from * Valley, and the other roads say 
they will put the same rates in effect from 
Chicago and all Illinois points. As the Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul wilino doubt keep on 
reducing rates as long as the other roads 
follow it, bottom rates will soon be reached. 


Want an Advance in (Cattle Rates. 

The Board of Managers of the “ Gentle- 
men's Association heid a meeting yesterday 
at Chairman Walker’s office, The question of 
advancing live-stock rates from Kansas City 
to Chicago caused an all-day’s discussion. 
The general opinion was that the present 
rate of 124; cents was disastrously low, and 
that the reckless waste of money, as they 
called it, should be brought to an end. 
The difficulty was to arrive at 
a method for accomplishing the 
desired result, as many of tue roads were 
not members of the association. The Aiton, 
it was thought, was the only one of the out- 
side roads that stood in the way of an ad- 
Vance, dut the opinion prevailed that if the 
proper efforts were made that road would 
consent to join in an advance. It was there- 
fore decided to make arequestof all roads to 
join in an advance in cattle rates from Kan- 
sas City to Chicago. 

General Manager Chappell of the Alton 
says that while the Alton is as anxious as 
any other read to get better rates on cattie, 
yet it would not consent to an advance unless 
it was positively assured that all roads would 
firmiy maintain agreed rates. He did not 
think that such result could be attained. 


Pawenger Rates Likely to Be Restored. 

Chairman Goddard of the Western Pas- 
senger Association is making a strong effort 
to end the passenger rate war between Chi- 
cago and Kansas City, and the indications 
are that he will succeed. He directed a com- 
munication yesterday to the Chicago and Al- 
ton requesting it, in view of the fact 
that the Burlington had withdrawn its 
excursion tickets between Kansas City 
and Western Springs, to restore 
the round-trip rates between Kansas City 
and Chicago. He expressed the belief that 
if the Alton took such action all other roads 
would do likewise. The Alton declared its 
readiness to do so as soon as other roads had 
decided to restore the rates. Ali the roads 
appear to be favorable to a restoration of the 
rates, but itis found that it cannot be done 
in less than ten days from tomorrow, as the 
Atchison and Rock Island have filed the re- 
duced tarifis with the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission.

It Is Alleged That England Has Sent Word 
Over That We Must Not Take Her Seal- 
ing Poachers—That it se, Her Ships Will 
Retake Them—Alleged Termination of 
the Blaine-Pauncefote Negotiations— 
Probable Exaggerations, 

Wasurneton, D. C., July 7.—[Special to the 
New York Worid.|—The World's cor respond- 
ent is able to state upon the highest authority 
that the negotiauons between Secretary 
Blaine and the British Government looking 
toa settlement of the Bebring Sea contro- 
versy have been terminated by the British 
Minister, and that Sir Juiian Pauncefote bas 
transmitted to the Secretary of State a com- 
munication received from the London For- 
eign-Office to the effect that should any ves- 
sel sailing under the flag of Great Britain 
be seized 1n Aleskan waters by United States 
revenue cutters the entire British squadron 
lying off Victoria will be instructed to re- 
capture the prize at any vost, without regard 
to possible consequences, 

It is, no doubt, owing to the gravity of the 
situation thatarumor which must appear 
baseless gained credence, to the effect that 
in consequence of the attitude assumed by 
the British Government Secretary Blaine 
has secured a modification by Secretary 
Windom of the orders recently issued to our 
revenue cutters on the Pacific coast, so that 
Canadian poachers will not be disturbed, 
pending the settlement of the fisheries dis- 
pute, ä 

The British Lion Ig Restless. 

It is now known that no such concession 
has been made. The British Minister and 
Lord Saiisbury had expected, it is said, that, 
inasmuch as negotiations were still pending 
looking to the settlement of the Benring Sea 
dispute, the United States would refrain 
from making war on the poachers until an 
understanding could be arrived at. Upon 
learning that the Treasury Department had 
issued orders to the revenue cutters to seize 
all Canadian vesseis caught poaching within 
the limits of Bebring Sea, Sir J ulian, acting 
under instructious from Lord Salisbury, 
promptly terminated the negotiations. The 
British Minister expects to leave Washing- 
ton for the summer tomorrow. He will go 
to Manchester-by-the-Sea with his family, 
and itis believed that negotiations, having 
tor their object the settlement of the exist- 
ing difficulties, will be speedily renewed. 
Secretary Blame is at Bar Harbor, within 
easy reach of Sir Julian, and negotiations 
could proceed as advantageously as if both 
gentlemen were in Washington. 

The Correspondence May Appear. 

In case there should be any hostilities be- 
tween the British fleet at Victoria and the 
American revenue cutters patrolling Behring 
Sea one of the first results would be the pub- 

lication of ali the correspondence relating to 
the negotiations which have gone on between 

Secretary Blaine and the British Minister. 

Lord Salisbury, the British Secretary of 

State for Foreigu Affairs, would undoubted- 

ly lay the correspondence before Parliament 

in the form of a Blue Book, so that the 
world at large might understund Great Brit- 
ain’s position. This correspondence would 
make intensely interesting reading. The 
negotiauons have been in many ways 
remarkable. Secretary Blaine was handi- 

capped from the outset by the i- 

logicai character of the contention 

heretofore made by the United States. Mr. 

Blaine began by trying to maintain that 

Behring Sea was a closed sea, but after a 

short discussion he was forced to abandon 

that position. He then contended that the 

United States had certain lecal rights in 

Behring Sea which Great Britain did not pos- 

sess. Sir Julian pointed out that if the 

United States nad rights in Behring Sea, 

which nad been acquired by treaty or other- 

wise, it wascompetent for the United States 
to.enforce such rights and that there could 
be no discussion about the matter. But he 
urged on Mr. Blaine that, inasmuch as this 
country hau requested that the matter be dis- 
cussed, it was only fair to assume that there 
were some doubts as to the exsct rights of 
the United States and that the matter could 
only be settled by mutual agreement. Mr. 

Blaine finally conceded that the matter was 

one to be settled by agreement. 


The Old Questions Not Adjusted. 

When Mr. Biaine raised the question of the 
right of the United States to prevent tne 
capture of seal in Behring Sea by British 
vessels Sir Julian Pauncefote pointed out 
that, when Russia set up the same conten- 
tion, this Government was the first to resist 
it and declare that tne United States could 
never agree to any such pretension. In 
proof of this Sir Julian cited to him the now 
familiar correspondence between the Rus- 
sian and United States Governments, and 
also the treaty of 1824, between Russia anc 
the United States relative to navigation, 
fishing, and trading in the Pacific Ocean, 
which expressiy provided that the subjects 
of the contracting powers should not be dis- 
turbed or restrained either in navigation or 
in fishing in any part of the Pacific Ocean. 
It has been so well understood that the 
United States never agreed to the claim set 
up by Russia relative to its exciusive juris- 
diction over Benring Sea, that Sir Julian con- 
tended that Mr. Blaine could not at this late 
day make a claim which it had formerly pro- 
tested against nearly seventy years ago. Mr. 
Biaine,however, declared with some ingenuity 
that the Russian treaty of 1824 did not deal 
so much with the fishery question as with 
the rights of the citizens of the two coun- 
tries to free intercourse witn the Northwest- 
ern Coast of America, a clam which he 
founded upon the title of ihe treaty: “aA 


Convention Relative to Navigation, Fishing, 


and Trading in the Pacific Ocean and to the 
Establishment of the Northwestern Coast.” 

Mr. Blaine finally abandoned this position. 
It was then that he made the proposition 
that no persons except the North American 
Commercial company, under contract with 
the United States Treasury Department, 
should be allowed to capture seal in Behring 
Sea. Finding that Sir Julian Pauncefote 
would not conseat to such an arrangement, 
he was prepared to listen to the proposition 
advanced by the British Minister, which was 
to prevent the destruction of seal in the 
breeding seasons and to keep British and 
Canadian vessels outside of the Pribylov 
zone until the matter could be referred to a 


joint commission, appointed by both Govern-. 


ments. 

In case of their failure to arrive at a satis- 
factory agreement, then the matter was to 
be referred to one of the crowned heads of 
Europe to act as arbitrator, whose decision 
in the matter would be final. This proposi- 
tion is said to bave been entirely satisfactory 
to Mr. Blaine, but by no means pleasing to 
the President, who rejected it. 

Having declined the proposition made by 
Sir Julian, it is difficult to see how a satis- 
factory settlement is to be arrived at. The 
British propositiop is substantially the same 
as made by Secretary Bayard Feb. 7, 1888, 
inthe dispatch which he sent to Minister 
Phelps to be transinitted to Lord Salishury. 
In that dispatch Mr. Bayard po.nted out 
that the only way of preventing the extermi- 
mation of the seal would be by the United 
States, Great Britain, and other interested 
Powers taking concerted action to prevent 
their citizens from killing seal with frearms 
or other weapons in the neighborhood of tne 
Pribylov group during the time when the 
seals are breeding. 1

IN THE THIRTY-SEVENTH SENATORIAL. 


How Two Sete of Kepublican Candidates 
Were Nominated at White Hall, 

CaRROLLTON, III., July 9.—[Special. |—Tne 
Thirty-seventh Senatoriai District has been 
pretty thoroughly shaken up since the double- 
barreled Republican convention at White 
Hali the other day, and a brief report was 
telegraphed Tun TRIBUNE, but the case is 
such a peculiar one, and the fight is assum- 
ing such proportions, that fuller details wili 
prove interesting. The Greene County dele- 
gates, ten in number, bad been instructed 
by a direct vote at the primaries to support 
E. A. Doolittle, the present minority Repre- 
sentative. No primaries were held in Scott 
County, and at the county convention che 
name of Henry Miner of Winchester was 
suddenly sprung and the five delegates 
were instructed to vote for him 
in the Senatorial convention. The 
Miner men went quietly to work in Jersey 
County and managed to capture the conven- 
tion. The seven delegates were bound bY an 
iron-clad instruction to vote for Mmer firs 
last, and all the time.” Two of them chaf 
under the yoke and turned their distasteful 
duty over to proxies. These two proxies de- 
clared it their intention to vote for Robert T. 
Brock, a Jersey County man, and they pro- 
posed to stick to bim. Thus the result be- 
came problematical again. The Miser dele- 
gates thought they saw a scheme on the part 
of Greene County to nominate Doolitule with 
the aid ef the two Jersey proxies. The 
Greene County delegates really hopea to 
draw the cott delegation to their 
candidate after several ballots had 
been taken, Both were wrong. The 
ten Miner delegates heid a caucus just before 
the hour for the convention and decided that 
the only way to save their bacon was to hold 
a convention by themselves. Accordingly 
at 2 0’clock they got together under the ma- 
ple trees infront of one of the hotels and 
quietly organized. They had the Chairman 
of the Central Committee with them and he 
read the call. They had only ten delegates, 
but they made that a quorum by authorizing 
the Chairmen of the two delegations—Scott 
and Jersey—to cast the full vote of their re- 
spective delegations. In this way they nom- 
inated the Rev. B. B. Hamilton for State 
Senator and Henry Miner for Representa- 
tive. 

At 2 o’clock the Greene County delegates 
and the two Jersey proxies were at Union 
Hall, where it was nerally understood— 
though not specified in the cali—that the 
convention was to be held. They waited a 
half hour or more, nevor dreamme of what 
was going on down at Finally the 
news reached them. Their surprise and in- 
dignation knew no bounds. Tney organized 
accnveotion at once and went through the 
business in due form. A motion that twelve 
votes should be necessary to the nomination 
of a candidate prevailed. The Jersey prox- 
ies saw the situation and united with the 
Greene County delegates in nomiaating R. 
T. Brock for Senator and E. A. Doolittie for 
Representative. 

There is war in Jersey County because the 
two proxies dared to set aside the instruc- 
tions. Greene County Republicans are boil- 
ing over the fact that their delegates were 
ignored by Scott and Jersey. Up in Scott 
they are mad chiefly because they gave 
Greene County a chance to nominate Doolit- 
tle, and to make a strong case in his favor. 
Meantime the Democrats have been figuring 
on their chances to put a third man in the 
field. They have found, however, that they 
can’t doit without seriously bazarding the 
chances of the two already nominated. It is 
pretty certain that they can elect but two, 
and they will probably let well enough alone. 

Doolittle and Miner both claim to be in the 
field to stay. 


BLAINE’S PRESENT TABIFF VIEWS. 


A Lesson to Those Who Charge Him with 

Inconsistency. 

Those who are charging that Secretary 
Blaine’s present views concerning the tariff 
are inconsistent with his previous course 
upon that swoject do not seem to understand 
that the reguiation of duties on imports is a 
matter of policy and not of principle. The 
idea of protection has never been applied or 
advocated in the sense of a divine revelation 
or a fundamentai standard of political virtug, 
to be observed with religious strictness and 
enforced uniformly under all circumstances. 
lt is and has always been a device to fit 
given necessities, and te be accommodated to 
varying conditions of commerce and indus- 
try. At no time have we extended it to all 
products and industries. We have limited 
and modified it repeatedly, with a view wo 
meeting new facts and gaibing new advap- 
tages. If tne conditions of trade were equal 
ana permanent—if we stood upon the same 
footing with other nations—we could and 
would dispense with protection entirely. But 
the conditions are, in fact, sach that we are 
exposed to unjust and unfair competiuon, 
and the only way to overcome it is to impose 
restrictive auties. That is the meaning and 
the justification of a protective tariff. It is 
not a question of morals, but of business 
prudence ana enlightened seifishness. 

Mr. Blaine has never said, nor bas the Re- 
ublican party ever taught that aduty once 
evied should be forever retained as some- 

thing sacred and vital. the contrary, 
duties have been in constant process of re- 
adjustment, . the Changes in our 
material situation. hen it has been pos- 
sible to gain more by abolishing a certain 
duty than by retaining it, we have dispensed 
with it. the object of a duty being not to 
vindicate a rinciple, but to secure a 
benefit in dollars and cents. Repub- 
lican statesmen have stood ready at ail 
times to relinquish tariff charges in return 
for concessions of equal value by other 
countries; and that is all that Mr. Blaine 
proposes. If we could obtain greater pecuni- 
sry advantages by removing all duties 
than we now enjoy by retaining them, that 
would be the sensible and proper thing for 
us todo. Weare not bound to continue any 
protective duty a day longer than it is known 
to be profitable. Whenever South America 
shall offer us more to repeal given duties 
than we can make by adher to them, it 
will be perfectly consistent for, us to en- 
ter into such a bargain. It is prosperity that 
we want. That is what protection is for, 
and only that. We may properly relax it to 
increase our profits as often and as far as we 
please. It does not involve any obligations 


-of sacrifice for principle’s sake; it is only a 


licy which may be honorably departed 

from in any degree that shall a finan- 

cial gain, Mr. Blaine's position is easily de- 

fensible, and all intelligent protectionists will 

readily see that he aims only to promote the

Requisition for a Car Robber.

The Result Is to Affirm Judge Jamicsen’s 
Decision—The Supreme Court Wil! be- 
cide the Famous Divorce Sult—Judges 
Gary and Moran Aiso Disagree Over 
Another Point of Law—Legal Notes— 
The Record—The Call. 


Two opinions diametrically opposed to each 
other were delivered by Judges Gary and Moran 
of the Appellate Court yesterday in the case of 
Caroline Louise Carter against Leslie Carter. 

udge Gary's decision was in favor of Carter, 
while that of Judge Moran was in Mrs. Carter's 
favor. As the result the decree of J udge Jamie- 
son entered, July 15, 1889, granting Mr. Carter a 
divorce, 1s affirmed. Judge Gary says that he 
and Judge Garnett studied the evidence witb all 
the care that the utmost hopes or fears of the 
parties themselves could exact, thus giving the 
inference that Judge Garnets concurred with 
him, although Judge Garnett, having handed 
his resignauon, took no part ip it. 

The effect of the affirmance is to send the case 
to tne Supreme Court for final settlement. Each 
side claims a victory, Mr. Carter basing his claim 
on the fact that thé case was actually affirmed, 
Gespite the disagreement, and Mrs. Carter's 
counsel on the hope of a final victory which 
Judge Moran's dissent holds out. 

Both decisions deal principaily with errors and 
do not discuss the evidence exeept inciaentally. 
Judge Gary holds that Judge Jamieson did not 
err in refusing to permit Mrs. Carter to state her 
belief that the $49,000 which it was shown that 
she received while in Europe from a source 
other than her husband was from the wife 
of Wullam Constable Jr. of New York and 
not from Constable himself. He considers that 
there was error m permitting Henry Crawford, 
the Chicago lawyer, to state his conclusion from 
what he heard in an adjoining room at the Hotel 
Brunswick, occupied at the time by Mrs. Carter 
and her physician, Dr. James B. Gilbert, but 
— that it was not sufficient to vitiate the ver- 

Cc 


Judge Moran, on the other hand, holds that 
these rulings were vital errors and entitied her 
to a new trial. Judge Moran confines himself 
almost entirely to these two exceptions taken by 
Mrs, Carter's counsel. 

Judge Gary considers other errors assigned as 
well. He says that it is unnecessary to recite 
the evidence. It was enough to say that it was 
such that a verdict of the jury was final and con- 
clusive, if there were no fatal errors in the pro- 
ceedings through which that verdict was 
reached, 

The introduction of testimony as to the money 
received by Mrs. Carter on behaif of Carter was 
necessary to show that she was not ill in Eurbpe 
at the time she claimed to be. It became impor- 
tant to show Constable's connection with the re 
mittances, also in connection with a deposition 
by a witness tending to show that starting out at 
6 oclock one summer morning in 1885 
Constable and Mrs. Carter spent the greater part 
of the day at a deserted lager beer garden on the 
~ther side of the lake from Cooperstown, cross- 
ing the lake in arowboat. Judge Gary finds good 
reason for the jury establishing a connection be- 
tween these circumstances in the failure of Con- 
stable to deny that he sent Mrs. Carter the money 


and of Mrs. Constable to affirm that the money 


came from her. If she furnished Mrs. Carter the 
money from proper motives, why did she not 
come out and swear to it? The same might be 
said of Deming’s nonappearance. At the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel, Mrs. Carter swore, Carter struck 
her. Mr. Carter denied this and said that, desir- 
ing an envelope, he went to his wife’s portfolio, 
where he discovered a number of letters written 
to her by Charles C. Deming, a New York ciub 
man, rs. Carter snatched the letters from her 
husband and some of them were torn and thrown 
in the — jar. The scraps were subsequently 
recovere and pasted together and used 
in evidence, Judge Gary finds no error in the m- 
troduction of these letters. He says they were 
letters of a bad kind for a young married woman 
to have in her possession, and were admissible 
as shedding light on tne couple's troubles and 
gauging the probability of Carter’s denial of hav- 
ing on that occasion struck his wife, 

he refusal of Judge Jamieson to admit declara- 
tion made by Mrs. Carter to ber mother and 
maid when she weut at night in her night dress 
crying to their rooms was also proper, it is held, 
since these admissions were subsequent to the 
time of Carter’s alleged ity. Several 
instructions assigned as error and other alleged 
mistakes were overruled by Judge Gary. 


Appellate Court Judges Disagree. 

A judgment in favor of the City of Chicago in a 
suit by Warren Springer to recover for damage 
done property owned by him by the construction 
of the Jackson street bridge and viaduct was 
affirmedin the Appellate Court through a dis- 
agreement between Judges Gary and Moran. 
Error was assigned on the ground that the trial 
Judge had no right to order the jury to view the 
premises said to have been damaged in the face 
of objections by the plaintiff. Judge Moran held 
that if a party objected a court had no authority 
to permit a view of premises by a jury. except in 
cases where a view was authorized by the statute, 
as, for instance, in condemnation proceedings. 
The Judge expressed himself strongly, saying 
that such a view as was ordered in Springer s 
case Was a dangerous and unauthorized innova- 
tion, serving no useful purpose. On the con- 
trary, it tended to contusion and uncertainty, 
and clashed with settled principles of jurispru- 
dence. A view tended to make the jury silent 
witnesses in the case, burdening them with testi- 
mony or impressions unknown to the parties in 
interest, with no opportunity for cross-examina- 
tion on their impressions thus received, 

On the other hand, Judge Gary thinks there 
was no harm init. The books left it uncertain 
when a view by jury would be permitted, but 
the custom allowing it grew up without statu- 
tory authority under the exercise of discretion 
by the Judge. Granting a view in his judgment 
was noterror perse in a civil case. case 
will be appealed to the Supreme Court.
